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So this is it. As 1992 ends we move towards a fortress Europe for real. 
Whilst all the uproar was taking place over Maastricht, Britain’s finan- 
cial and economic crisis, and how Britain had armed Iraq while refus- 
ing gas masks for women and children in Israel during the Scud missile 
attacks, parliament quietly passed the second reading of the obnoxious 
Asylum Bill. We have also seen the Home Secretary refusing to admit 
victims of the civil war raging in what was Yugoslavia. 

And much to their shame the German Social Democrats have agreed 
to go along at least part of the way with Chancellor Kohl’s discredited 
government in seeking to change the liberal post-war German consti- 
tution to enable Bonn to restrict refugees entering Germany. 

There is still time in both countries to prevent this blatant and inhu- 
man breach of decency. All of us must act in unison to prevent the 
Asylum Bill reaching the Statute books. 

Our lead article last month attacked what appears to be a new Home 
Office policing policy allowing the nazi British National Party to get 
away with breaches of the law. Others also raised their voices in com- 
plaint and we understand it is likely that in in London, at least, senior 
officers will be called to account by the outgoing Commissioner of 
Police, Sir Peter Imbert. 

Some of those who rule our lives take very badly to being criticised 
and that is possibly why Searchlight’s editor has recently been banned 
from lecturing police cadets at Hendon Police College on the instruc- 
tions of Special Branch. Perhaps somebody higher up is still upset by 
his victory in court in summer, when the judge stopped the case against 
him after three and a half days and directed the jury to acquit him. 

Oddly enough the Home Office continues to use material from 
Searchlight in packs sent to police training colleges and police cadets in 
Hendon have recently been shown The truth sets you free, the German 
film exposing neo-nazism that was scripted by our European editor 
Graeme Atkinson. 

With the world continuing in turmoil, the Searchlight team in Britain 
and around the world sends seasonal greetings to all our readers and 
supporters.

ur exposure in last month’s 

Searchlight of nazis holding 

sensitive jobs in the civil ser- 
vice has resulted in confrontation 
between management and staff in 
Sheffield. 


Searchlights disclosure that Simon 
Chadwick is working in the Department of 
Employment in Sheffield set in motion a curi- 
ous train of events. Chadwick is acknowl- 
edged to be the Chesterfield organiser of the 
nazi British National Party and is a street 
activist for that motley crew. 

Employment department staff objected to 
this nazi holding a job where he could access 
records of black people and deal with cases 
concerning people from ethnic minorities 
and, with added determination, refused to go 
on a one-day training course with him. 

When union representatives voiced their

management appear concerned that Chadwick 
had brought in Graham Tasker to be inter- 
viewed for a job as a civil service messenger. 
Tasker, another nazi, is Chadwick’s political 
errand boy and a violent convicted criminal. 

Management then removed Chadwick from 
his job that brought him into contact with 
members of the public and placed him on the 
Inner City Team, which also has a role in 
dealing with Sheffield’s ethnic minorities. 

But the fuss did not subside and in the mid- 
dle of November Chadwick was finally sus- 
pended after managers claimed that new 
information about him had come into their 
hands. Perhaps they read Searchlight, or 
could it be that they got wind of the story that 
Chadwick has been involved in an incident as 
a result of which the police interviewed him. 

Then the department’s managers appear to 
have gone completely off the rails and threat- 
ened nearly 20 members of staff, including 
the union representatives, 
with serious disciplinary 
action, including possible 
dismissal, for campaigning 
against the employment of 
this nazi louse. Trade 
unionists in Sheffield and 
beyond are rallying to the 
support of the threatened 
workers and messages of 
solidarity and practical help 
should be sent to the CPSA, 
Assistant Branch Secretary, 
Sheffield A UBO, 112 West 
Street, Sheffield, S1 3SY. 

Perhaps a_ local MP 
should be asking the minis- 
ters concerned about the

objection to working alongside a nazi, man- 
agers claimed that the BNP was not on the list 
of organisations that established civil servants 
are banned from joining.

Managers also claimed there was no evi- 
dence to associate Chadwick with the BNP or 
any wrong doing. They were indirectly assist- 
ed by a bit of band wagon jumping by the 
Anti-Nazi League, which issued a leaflet 
attacking Chadwick and the management 
without any consultation with the staff 
involved, their trade union representatives or 
Searchlight, from which the ANL had lifted 
much of the information in its leaflet. 

Instead of trying to resolve the problem, 
department managers began to threaten the 
staff and union representatives with punitive 
action. This was despite the fact that 
Chadwick was wandering around the office 
with a rounders’ bat, which he claimed was 
for his own protection — surely an offence 
under criminal law. 

Suggestions that Chadwick had interfered 
with union mail were also ignored. Nor did 


management. 

Laurence Johnson’s career in the 
Department of Employment in Nottingham 
came to a much more abrupt end following 
Searchlight’s exposure last month. He joined 
the civil service six months ago and between 
standing as a National Front parliamentary 
candidate and visiting the Ku Klux Klan in 
the USA was making a nuisance of himself 
gathering information on local anti-fascists. 
When local managers called him in to be 
sacked, Johnson took matters into his own 
hands and handed in his resignation. 

Jim White is another BNP activist whom 
Searchlight exposed, this time working in 
Customs and Excise in London. The internal 
enquiry considering action against him has 
ground incredibly slow and it is likely to be 
early this month before a formal decision is 
taken. Searchlight can inform the investiga- 
tors that White appears to have thrown cau- 
tion to the wind and, still hiding behind his 
dark glasses, has continued to be active on the 
streets with the nazi BNP. 

Last month’s Searchlight also mentioned 
another, now rather more senior, Customs 
officer, Richard Middleton, who is a very 
long-time national socialist. This came as no 


Department of Employment managers 
said the picture of Chadwick in 
November's Searchlight could have 
been taken anywhere. In fact, as the 
picture shows, it was taken in July 
outside David Irving’s Clarendon club 
seminar, which was protected by the 
BNP.

surprise to his employers, who have held a 
file on him since he made the national press 
and Searchlight in the late 1970s and early 
1980s. Searchlight would be pleased to hear 
more details about Middleton’s ongoing 
activities in the far right. 

Some time ago Searchlight exposed 
Western Goals boss Gregory Lauder Frost 
who had wormed his way into a position as a 
NALGO officer at his then place of work, the 
Riverside Health Authority in London, where 
he worked on the payroll computer. Mr Frost 
got his lawyers to send us a silly letter claim- 
ing we were doing some sort of wrong to 
their client, but decided not to pursue the mat- 
ter further after we refused to retract anything 
we had said. 

Frost clearly decided to push his luck by 
not only infiltrating the trade union move- 
ment but also involving himself in a £110,000 
fraud against the health authority, to which he 
pleaded guilty at the end of November. 

Where this money has gone remains to be 
seen. Stories have circulated that he and a 
senior member of Monday Club were plan- 
ning to open a bookshop in St Petersburg to 
peddle their wares. 

Possibly more interesting though is the ful- 
filment of a prediction made in Searchlight 
much earlier this year. We forecast that ele- 
ments on the far right of the Conservative 
party, including members of Western Goals 
and Monday Club, would come together with 
more extreme people like Stuart Millson. 
Formerly a leader of the Federation of 
Conservative Students (which was so extreme 
that Norman Tebbit closed it down when he 
was chairman of the Conservative party), 
Millson became an active member of the 
British National Party and today helps run the 
anti-federal Europe networks which are 
springing up all over the country and contain 
many recently resigned members of the 
National Front. 

Under the umbrella of the European Book 
Society, Frost, Millson and former NF senior 
officers Steven Brady and Tom Acton are 
plotting the creation of a new political entity 
in the wilderness created by the failure of the 
NF, with its racist rather than nazi policies, 
and the ultra ultra right of the Conservative 
party. With officers like Lauder Frost the new 
grouping will not need many enemies.

A man gave nazi salutes and shouted 
“Sieg heil’’, after shooting dead a 15- 
year-old Asian boy and _ severely 
wounding his uncle in a_ botched 
robbery at an off-licence. 


A court at the Old Bailey heard that when 
Joseph Conroy, 27, of Peckham, south 
London, was told his victims were seriously 
injured, he said: “Good, I hope they die. 

“My name is Conroy. Good 
English name that. What am I 
going to get for doing a couple 
of Pakis? I am Anglo Saxon,” he 
said. 

The prosecution said that 
Conroy was high on a cocktail of 
drink and drugs when he went 
into the off-licence in Southwark 
on 25 January. He produced a 
pistol and shouted: “Give me the 
f***ing money.” 

Mr Nasir Ali, 25, threw a 
bottle of Ribena and made a grab 
for Conroy, who started firing. 
Navid Sadiq, 15, Mr Ali’s 
nephew, was shot in the temple 
and Mr Ali was shot in the 
stomach. Navid Sadiq died in 
hospital from a bullet in the 
brain. 

Conroy was overpowered by 
customers and handed over to 
police. He claimed that his finger 7 ~ 
had been jammed on the trigger, || 
but six shots had been fired, 
emptying the magazine. 

Conroy, who was accused of 
murdering Navid and attempting 
to murder Mr Ali, was found 
guilty and given two life 
sentences. 

Unfortunately killings of black 
people are becoming more and 
more commonplace in Britain 
today. While we are naturally 
horrified at the 15 deaths in 
Germany this year at the hands 
of the resurgent neo-nazi 
movement, a count of known 
racist killings in Britain over the 
last couple of years would not 
fall far short of this and if all the 


circumstances of the deaths of Rajiv Menon of the Newham Monitoring Project, who is a acquitted 


his local mosque in the West End of 
Newcastle, died several weeks later of the 
injuries he sustained at the hands of a gang of 
white racist men. 

According to the Tyne & Wear Anti-Fascist 
Association newsletter of autumn 1992, local 
residents complained that the police took 
more than half an hour to arrive at the scene 
of the attack and then spent their time 
questioning a local Bengali youth who had 


come out on to the street to defend his 
neighbours and family. 

Five hundred people supported a 
demonstration at the end of August, organised 
by the Black Youth Movement, the United 
Black Youth Movement, Tyne and Wear Anti- 
Fascist Association and local Labour and 
trade union activists and anti-racist groups. 

Two days after the demonstration the police 
charged Niels Michael Nielson, 28, with 
murder, aggravated burglary and 
two other counts of assault. He 
is currently awaiting trial. 

More racist incidents 
have followed, including an 
arson attack on an Asian-owned 
shop, physical assaults and 
intimidation. In Elswick a 
leaflet headed “The voice of 
Elswick” was pushed through 
letterboxes proclaiming: “What 
happened in Germany will start 
happening here”, an obvious 
reference to the neo-nazi 
violence across Germany. Word 
on the streets in Elswick is that 
one of the people involved in 
the distribution of this hate 
material is John Harwood, a 
former bigwig in the National 
Front in Newcastle who now 
frequents the fringes of the 
British National Party. 

Efforts by the BNP to stir 
up interest in racist activity 
among miners threatened with 
pit closures met with strong 
opposition at the Vane Tempest 
pit in Seaham. The fascists were 
forced to flee after attempting to 
leaflet the workers.

It is these kind of activities sweeping the 
country that brought well over 1,000 people 
on to the streets of Eltham in southeast 
London last month in a protest against the 
killing in July of Rohit Duggal, a 16-year-old 
Asian.

Walthamstow terror campaign 


F Seem people in Walthamstow are 
suffering from a systematic racist 
terror campaign. Some of the attacks are 
by gangs of children egged on by parents. 

One Asian woman, a widow, who lives 
with her five children, has been living in a 
state of siege, despite appeals for police 
protection. All her children have been 
punched or thrown to the ground several 
times in the last few months. Her 13-year- 
old boy was kicked and punched in an 
attack by a mother and son. He was taken 
to hospital, and, while there, an attempt 
was made to abduct him. 

All the windows in her house have been 
broken several times.

Walthamstow MP Neil Gerrard said: “I 
have dealt with many cases of racial 
harassment but this is the worst I have 
come across.” 

Council departments are _ getting 
together to develop joint action. The 
family are seeking enforcement of a court 
injunction, intended to restrain their 
tormentors. 

The police at first refused to comment, 


to the march. However, on the day itself the 
organisers threw open the platform to all the 
attending groups. Several organisations took 
up the offer to speak, including national 
representatives of the Anti-Nazi League, and 
Youth Against Racism, Militant’s youth 
organisation. But despite three appeals, ARA 
failed to provide a speaker. 

The march made its way through the local 
shopping centre, stopping to lay wreaths at 
the spot where Rohit was killed, to a local 
park for a rally. Although more than 200 
nazis had gathered in the area and were 
preparing to attack the rally, ARA supporters 
left before the rally started, greatly 
diminishing the strength of those left behind. 
Calls from the organisers for everyone to 
stand together in case the nazis broke through 
police lines fell on deaf ears. 

The stupidity of splitting the anti-fascist 
ranks led to a number of ARA members, 
including at least one official, being violently 
assaulted by nazis in the surrounding streets. 

Most of those who stayed for the rally were 
able to get away safely by keeping their 
nerve, being well organised, and, it must be 
said, because the police pushed the BNP and 
other nazis out of the immediate area for the 
duration of the rally. 

The organising groups make no apology for 
choosing to march through Eltham. We are 
not prepared to hand over sections of London 
or any other part of the country to murderous 
gangs of neo-nazis.

@EVICTED FOR ABUSE 

A family whose teenage son racially 
abused an Asian woman are to be 
evicted from their Birmingham council 
house. 

The court heard how the 16-year-old 
youth had tormented the woman over a 
period of two years. 

He called her a “Pakistani bitch” and 
“Pakistani bastard’, and threw stones at 
her. He and his friends chanted racist 
insults and surrounded her on the street 
so she could not move. He also spat at 
her and beat up her eight-year-old son. 

The youth claimed that the woman’s 
two daughters, aged 10 and 11, had 
stared at him in a “funny way”. 

Judge Alan Taylor said the boy made 
their neighbour’s life a “living hell’’. 

“Having heard the evidence and seen 
the witnesses, I believe the son is beyond 
his parents’ control. The quicker they 
are removed from the area the better for 
all concerned,” he said. 

The case, which sets a_ historic 
precedent in Birmingham, follows a two 
and a half year campaign by the 
Birmingham Racial Attacks Monitoring 
Unit, which worked with the local 
authority housing department and the 
police to bring the case to court.

@BY-ELECTION VIOLENCE 

Fighting broke out between National 
Front supporters and anti-fascists after 
an election count in south London. 

The violence started when 30 NF 
activists left Lewisham town hall after 
the NF received only 34 votes in the 
Perry Hill ward by-election. Police 
arrested five people after  scuffles 
between the fascists and about 60 anti- 
fascist demonstrators.

@ COMMUNITY CENTRE ARSON 

An arson attack has been made on the 

Surma Community Centre, home of the 
Bengali Workers’ Action Group, in 

Camden. 

Car tyres and foam loft insulation 
soaked in petrol were carefully stacked 
up outside fire exit doors and set alight. 

The attack took place on Sunday 18 
October. Most Sundays the hall is hired 
out for weddings and_ birthday 
celebrations, attended by up to 200 
guests. Thankfully, on this occasion the 
hall was empty, as there would have been 
no chance to escape through the blocked 
fire doors. 

A police patrol spotted the fire and by 
prompt fire brigade action damage was 
limited to £5,000. 

The Asian community is convinced 
that the attack was racially inspired. 
Councillor Dave Horan described the 
attack as “pure _ racially-inspired 
vandalism”. He said the culprits were 
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The government is to go ahead with 
tough new rules that will make it even 
harder for victims of _ political 
persecution to seek refuge here. At the 
same time the European Community is 
planning what is, effectively, a ban on 
political refugees from Africa and 
Asia. 


Home Secretary Kenneth — Clarke, 
introducing the restrictions in the new 
Asylum Bill, claimed that Britain had “always 
been willing to accept genuine political 
refugees”. The previous Asylum Bill, 
introduced after a press campaign against 
“hordes of migrants”, failed because of the 
general election. 

The Bill’s draconian measures include 
fingerprinting of asylum-seekers, supposedly 


to prevent social security fraud, restrictions on 
black visitors to Britain, and new controls on 
married couples. 

Visitors to Britain are to be denied any right 
of appeal. The often arbitrary decisions of 
immigration officials have previously caused 
much anger in the black community. 

Claud Moraes, director of the Joint Council 
for the Welfare of Immigrants, said these new 
rules would be “‘a slap in the face to black and 
ethnic minority groups who experience all too 
often the refusal of visas for family 
occasions.” 

The new Bill makes a minor concession in 
that all asylum-seekers, even those judged to 
have a “manifestly unfounded claim’, will 
have the right to a spoken hearing. All others 
will now be given 12 days to seek legal help 
to put their case, instead of the original 48 


Fighting racism in schools 


The National Association of Head 
Teachers and the Commission for 
Racial equality have made new 
recommendations for combating 
racism in the classroom. 


The National Association of Head Teachers 
calls for racist badges and insignia on clothing 
and school bags to be outlawed. The anti- 
discrimination guidelines say _ that 
discrimination on the basis of colour, culture, 
sex or ability is unacceptable. 

Children whose first language is not 
English should feel that their mother tongue is 
valued and be allowed to use it outside 
lessons, provided this does not “exclude 
others”. 

David Hart, union general secretary, pointed 
to outbreaks of discrimination against 
Moslems, Jews and Bangladeshis. 
“Discrimination is often subconscious and 
unthinking,” he said. 

“Conscious attempts to remove it have to be

Astonishingly, police appear to have 
ruled out a racial motive on the grounds 
that there was no evidence linking the 
attack to a particular organisation.

CRE deputy chairman Raminder Singh said 
that a national system of ethnic monitoring 
covering both admission and achievement was 
essential. “Without it, efforts towards equality 
of opportunity cannot be appropriately 
targeted. 

“We are particularly concerned that parental 
choice of schools should not operate in a way 
that encourages segregation or unlawful racial 
quotas,” he continues. 

The CRE also calls for all education 
provision and budgets to be covered by the 
Race Relations Act.

hours. In reality, the right of appeal at the port 
of entry is of limited use because many 
would-be refugees are prevented from coming 
here in the first place by fines imposed on 
airlines and shipping companies which carry 
unauthorised travellers. 

The Bill extends the period for which 
spouses who apply to join their UK wives or 
husbands must stay married from one to four 
years. If they separate or divorce within this 
period, they will be deported. 

Pragna Patel, of Southall Black Sisters, said 
the new rule would mean that some African 
and Asian women would be “reduced to little 
more than slaves, by husbands and families 
who use immigration rules as a weapon to 
perpetuate abuse.” 

The European Community Ad Hoc Group 
on Immigration has proposed strict barriers to 


keep Third World refugees out of Europe. The 
leaked draft report says that refugees must 
stay in the first safe country they reach and 
that “intercontinental movements are seldom 
necessary for protection reasons.” 

Refugees will also have to prove that they 
could not seek redress for human rights 
violations in their own courts if an asylum 
claim is to be accepted. 

This means that Kurds in Turkey, for 
example, vulnerable to political death squads, 
would have to put their lives at risk by 
attempting to pursue their case through the 
Turkish courts. 

A Minority Rights Group report has 
condemned the increased restrictions on 
asylum-seekers and refugees in Europe. It 


says policy has been developed in secret and 


“implemented in an underhand way”. 


Racism in the 
legal profession 


The Law Society has proposed new 
guidelines to combat racism _ in 
solicitors’ firms. The guidelines, which 
will be put to members for approval 
next year, will cover discrimination on 
grounds of race, sex and disability. 


Firms of solicitors will be required to adopt 
a formal anti-discrimination policy. The 
existing voluntary code of practice against 
race and sex discrimination has proved 
ineffective. 

The Law Society admits that 
“discrimination continues on a worrying scale 
against black trainees and qualified 
solicitors.” Only 800 out of the 60,000 
solicitors in England and Wales come from 
ethnic minorities. 

The new code says that larger firms should 
have at least 10 per cent of trainees and 5 per 
cent of other lawyers from ethnic minorities. 

The Bar Council, which sets rules for 


barristers, has already adopted a 5 per cent 
target for the recruitment of black and Asian 
barristers. 

The Society of Black Lawyers has accused 
the Council of Legal Education, which trains 
students to be barristers, of discriminating 
against black people. The Society says that 
about 80 per cent of black candidates failed 
barristers’ exams this year, compared to 20 
per cent of whites. Of the blacks who failed, 
98 per cent did so on video recorded practical 
exercises in skills, such as advocacy and 
holding client conferences. 

Peter Herbert, chair of the Society, said that 
“a fundamental attempt is being made to 
block the progress of black lawyers and 
prevent them from qualifying as barristers.” 

The Society also accused the CLE of racism 
in its admissions policy. Non-law graduates 
who have taken a conversion course are 
favoured over graduates with a 2.2 law 
degree, who are more likely to be black. 


Tony Deane proved innocent 


Tony Deane, 24, of Newham, London, 
has finally been cleared of all charges 
of assaulting the police. 

Tony Deane and his father Arnold Deane, 
54, say they were assaulted by police officers 
from Forest Gate police station on 4 
November 1991. Arnold Deane was beaten 
unconscious and Tony Deane suffered facial 
injuries. 

Both men were then 
assaulting police officers. 

The Defend the Deane Family Campaign 
was set up by the Newham Monitoring 
Project and supported by black and 
community organisations, including the West 


charged with 


Indian Standing Conference. This led to a 
demonstration by over 4,000 people. 

In June 1992, Arnold Deane was found not 
guilty but Tony was convicted on two charges 
of assault. An appeal was immediately 
lodged, which has now been successful. 

After the case Tony Deane called for the 
police officers responsible, PC Knock and PC 
Sullivan, to be dismissed, and for an inquiry 
into policing in Newham to be set up. 

Arnold Deane said that they would now 
begin civil actions against the Metropolitan 
Police for assault and imprisonment. He said 
the case showed that no black person was safe 
from racist officers in Newham.

@ POLICE HARASS ANL 

Scottish police have been accused of 
harassing anti-fascists handing out 
leaflets to members of the public. 

Anti Nazi League members were 
handing out leaflets warning of the 
danger of fascism, in Gorgie Street, 
Edinburgh. The British National Party 
has been active in the area recently. 

Two police officers approached and 
demanded to be given the names and 
addresses of the anti-fascists. They said 
the leafleters would be arrested and 
charged with breach of the peace if they 
refused. 

The ANL members believe the police 
acted after a telephone call from two 
men suspected of being BNP supporters. 
The ANL has now written to Sir William 
Sutherland, Chief Constable of Lothian 
and Borders Police, to demand an 
explanation.

@ DISCRIMINATION PAYOUT 

An Asian school inspector, who alleged 
he had been denied promotion because 
of racial discrimination, has been 
awarded £27,500 in an out of court 
settlement. 

Dr Shian Sharma, 54, was due to take 
the London borough of Newham to an 
industrial tribunal. The Labour 
controlled council offered the settlement 
of £27,500, more than twice the 
maximum award the industrial tribunal 
could have made. 

In return, Dr Sharma agreed to 
withdraw his claims’ of racial 
discrimination and victimisation, but 
said the outcome seemed a “substantial 
confirmation” of the strength of his case. 

Stephen Timms, leader of Newham 
council, said the council had been 
advised that legal complications could 
have made the case long and expensive. 

He said: “This case has raised a 
number of issues about some elements of 
procedure, which we will be reviewing as 
a matter of urgency. 

“We are firmly committed to equal 
opportunities in Newham.”

November has been another busy month for 
the scum of the British National Party. 

In Barking, east London, they smashed 
their way into the offices of a hospital in the 
early hours of the morning and painted racist 
and other BNP slogans on the walls. 

Over in northwest London the connection 
between the nazis’ hatred of Jews and of 
Muslims was made very obvious when they 
daubed swastikas and the number 88, stand- 
ing for Heil Hitler, on the Gladstone Park 
memorial to prisoners of the Nazis. This 
memorial is of course not just to victims of 
the Holocaust, but also to allied soldiers 
imprisoned by the Nazi regime. They also left 
behind half a pig’s head. 

The other half turned up at the Al-Khoei 
mosque in Queen’s Park. A synagogue in 
nearby Harlesdon was also attacked. 

Earlier this year the memorial to those who 
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fell in the French resistance to the Nazis, at 
West Norwood in south London, was also 
daubed. The area is closely associated with 
violence and other BNP antics. 

I see that John “Wanna buy a luger” 
Peacock, the BNP’s Leicester fiihrer, is 
whingeing on again because the council has 
turned down the party’s application to set up 
a nazi bookstall in the city centre. The coun- 
cil’s refusal came after 1,000 people signed a 
protest petition. 

In a letter to the Leicester Mail, Peacock 
tried to con readers that the BNP is very suc- 
cessful in selling its paper door to door and in 
shopping precincts in Leicestershire. The 
truth is that the only time most locals see the 
paper is after it has been pushed through their 
doors in the middle of the night by the local 
BNP gang, who recently returned to their bad 
habits by desecrating Nelson Mandela Park 
again on the eve of the Springbok rugby 
match in the city. 

Peacock must have been really looking for- 
ward to his trip late last month to Madrid to 
sit in awe at the feet of SS general Leo 
Degrelle, the 80-year-old second most wanted 
war criminal in the world. In sick solidarity 
with their fascist chums around the world, 
Peacock and other BNP nazis made what they 
saw as some kind of pilgrimage, probably 
also to learn a few new tricks from the 
wicked old swine. 

Passing through London recently, I hap- 


pened to pick up the Evening Standard of

Monday 9 November, the anniversary of 
Kristallnacht. The Peter McKay column con- 
tained an extremely odd reference to the his- 
torical behaviour of the German people. “Fear 
was the most important factor in the Nazi 
story”, according to “the great American his- 
torian of the Third Reich, William Shirer’, 
wrote McKay. But then McKay goes on to 
sound something more like a BNP publica- 
tion than anything Shirer wrote by informing 
his readers: “Germans fearing the Jewish-led 
Bolsheviks accepted, or turned a blind eye on, 
unspeakable cruelties against their own 
Jewish community.” Come on Peter, what’s 
all this crap about Jewish-led Bolshevism? 

While I’m on about journalism and journal- 
ists, I was horrified to read about the experi- 
ence of the staff of the Belfast Sunday World, 
when on 16 October two paramilitary thugs 
from the Ulster Volunteer Force invaded their 
office and held a gun to the head of the secre- 
tary, Grainne Campbell. As editor Jim 
Campbell bravely moved in to intervene, they 
ran out leaving a black holdall containing a 
bomb, which they said would go off in 15 
minutes. 

Both Campbells and reporter Therese 
McCartney had to jump over the package to 
get out of the building. There were almost 
tragic consequences for other people in the 
building because the fire-alarm system was 
being tested that morning and could not be 
used to warn people of the bomb, so people 
had to run around the building giving the 
alert. 

Army explosives experts found the bag to 
contain an incendiary blast device, rather like 
a miniature napalm bomb. 

Searchlight readers will know this is not 
Jim Campbell’s first run-in with these violent 
lunatics. Eight years ago, after being named 
incorrectly as a Provisional IRA supporter in 
a National Front publication, he was shot 
three times on the doorstep of his home and 
still has one bullet lodged near his spine. Jim 
was not deterred then and I am sure, in send- 
ing him our support, he will not be deterred 
now. Maybe we should be on our guard on 
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the mainland against similar attacks on jour- 
nalists who dare to go out of their way to illu- 
minate connections between neo-nazi groups 
like the BNP and certain sections of the “loy- 
alist” paramilitaries. 

What a pathetic day Remembrance Sunday 
was for two lots of people. Ian Anderson’s 
rapidly declining National Front was only 
able to muster 60 members at their assembly 
point in Bressendon Place. By the time a cou- 
ple of handfuls of late-comers had turned up 
at the Cenotaph itself, they totalled about 105, 
the smallest far-right Remembrance Sunday 
demonstration ever. 

No longer able to sustain a drum corps and 
lacking their out-of-tune bugler, whose bad 
playing was always the object of derision 
even from the members, they inappropriately 
used a ghetto-blaster to provide their musical 
accompaniment, and a woman who belted out 
a hymn left more than a little to be desired in 
the field of musical prowess. 

The second group of people who put them- 
selves in a silly situation was Steve 
Masterson’s Campaign Against Fascism in 
Europe (CAFE) tea-dancers. The few hun- 
dred supporters he succeeded in mustering 
brought disrepute to the slogan “They shall 
not pass” by allowing the fascists to do exact- 
ly that. Not having the wit to stop the fascists, 
which would have been possible if Masterson 
had fixed his assembly point at a slightly dif- 
ferent place, a number of CAFE’s supporters 
ended up brawling with the police and were 
arrested. 

But on the positive side it was good to see a 
large number of MPs signing an Early Day 
Motion condemning the fascists’ presence at 
the country’s main war memorial. 

Just half a mile up the road from the 
Cenotaph I see some idiots have again daubed 
the memorial to Sir Arthur Harris, wartime 
senior officer of RAF Bomber Command. 
This time whoever was doing the artistic 
handiwork got carried away and added the 
word “sionist” (sic) to the other slogans 
daubed. 

According to the press in the Midlands, 
organisers of a parade to commemorate the 
RAF’s role in the Battle of Britain on its 52nd 
anniversary were greatly angered by the 
National Front’s attempt to leaflet the 
occasion. Councillor Joe Plant, who organ- 
ised the parade through Dudley town centre, 
said: “The minor disruption did not spoil 
the day but did upset the ex-servicemen.” 
He went on to say: “I was disgusted at 
the leaflets being handed out. These people 
did themselves no good at all and only suc- 
ceeded in turning people even further against 
them.” 

Our colleagues in the Center for 
Democratic Renewal, Searchlight’s sister 
organisation in the USA, would be interested 
if anybody can identify the guy with the 
Skullhead T-shirt who was running around 
with the Ku Klux Klan in the USA on Labor 
Day. It’s a bit odd because I can remember 
the time when the Klan claimed to be com- 
prised of white Christians. The neo-nazi band 
Skullhead claim they play a brand of music 
called pagan rock. Strange bedfellows. 

MPs have been receiving more racist non- 
sense through the mail recently. Joan 
Ruddock received two items in October: one 
came from the artistic “Waspman”, who was

putting out similar filth against the black Tory 
candidate John Taylor in Cheltenham. 

Accompanying it was a bit of hands across 
the Channel propaganda, depicting the BNP 
and the French Front National clasping hands 
in some kind of European solidarity. Le Pen, 
despite the rat that he is, would not touch the 
likes of John Tyndall and his band of moronic 
criminals with several bargepoles tied end to 
end. Who do these anonymous race-haters 
and antisemites think they are? 

Last month’s Searchlight complained about 
the police in London going out of their way to 
protect the criminals of the BNP by refusing 
to eject them from meeting places they had 
obtained fraudulently, and whose owners or 
managers wished them gone. Since then two 
other instances of the police looking after the 
nazis have been drawn to my attention. 

One involved West Midlands police who 
banned an anti-racist march in late October 
after fascists threatened a counter-demonstra- 
tion. The march, from Walsall to Bloxwich, 
was intended to protest against an increase in 
racist activity in the area. The British 
National Party said it would hold a march to 
“defend Bloxwich”, and the police slapped on 
their ban. : 

An anti-racist rally at Walsall town hall, 
organised by the local Labour party and 
trades council, went ahead. Local Labour 


MEP John Tomlinson, who supported the 
rally, said: “There can be no place for racist 
activity in our society and we all have to 
stand together and say enough is enough.” 

The second incident occurred at a meeting 
of Brent Trades Council in _ northwest 
London, which was discussing racism with 
Ken Livingstone, MP among the speakers. 
Over 30 BNP “activists” invaded the hall 
shouting insults and trying to halt the meet- 
ing. Livingstone upset many people present 
by exchanging almost good humoured banter 
with them. 

The organisers asked the police to remove 
the nazis but the request was refused. It was 
only when the more than 100-strong audience 
stood up and suggested that the BNP leave or 
else, that they crawled away. I understand the 
target for the BNP raid was not Livingstone 
but a speaker from Searchlight who had been 
unable to turn up because of ill health in his 
family. 

In a separate incident in Sheffield, the BNP 
used a bomb scare to disrupt a meeting organ- 
ised by the Socialist Workers’ Party. When 
the audience left they found petrol had been 
poured over their cars. 

David Irving’s recent trip to Canada is 
reported elsewhere in this issue. But it was 
not only in Canada that our old chum was 
having problems. The name of his organisa- 
tion, the Clarendon Club, turned up on a 
booking for a meeting at La Capannina 
restaurant in Madeira Place, Brighton in late 
October. This led Searchlight to inform the 
local Anti-Nazi League branch that Anthony 
Hancock, the not-so-supergrass nazi printer, 
was playing host in Irving’s absence to 
American Ku Klux Klan lawyer Sam 
Dickson. 

Despite virtually no advance notice, more 
than 30 protesters picketed the meeting. BNP 
boss John Tyndall, another of the guests, and 
his wife Valerie were incensed at having to 
run a gauntlet of jeering anti-fascists. One of 
the guests insisted on standing in the restau- 
rant doorway giving nazi salutes, which did 
nothing to attract ordinary diners into the 
restaurant. 

Maybe local authority public health officers 
should go around and inspect the restaurant — 
not the kitchens but the dining area, where 
clearly vermin are made to feel at home. 
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David Irving’s unlucky Friday the 13th 


On a rainy Friday 13 November 1992, 
a British citizen who entered Canada 
after being told he was not welcome, 
who lied about why he had come, and 
then failed to leave within the 48-hour 
time limit imposed on him, was hand- 
cuffed and escorted to Toronto airport 
by immigration officials. The man was 
the British historical revisionist writer 
David Irving and he was being deport- 
ed from Canada. 


This was a bad day for Canadian neo-nazis 
and David Irving. After a month of playing 
cat and mouse with the Canadian govern- 
ment, Irving was not even allowed to stay to 
hear the Immigration Adjudicator 
read the whole deportation ruling 
against him. Security staff had to 
march Irving out of the court after 
numerous interruptions. 

Irving was already on a plane out of 
Canada when the white supremacist 
Heritage Front was holding a meeting 
in a restaurant in Toronto, where 
Irving had been scheduled to speak to 
150 neo-nazis. Effective mobilisation 
by Anti-Racist Action resulted in 200 
anti-racists staging a rally in front of 
the restaurant and the nazis had to 
leave the premises under police 
protection. 

Irving had been given notice by the 
Canadian authorities on 9 October 
that he was not welcome in Canada, 


while attending an Institute for 
Historical Review gathering in 
California. 


Following meetings in Oregon and 
Georgia, effectively countered by US 
anti-racists, Irving drove to Canada 
on 26 October and claimed to be vis- 
iting friends in the country. He then 
flew to British Columbia where he 
was arrested in a Chinese restaurant 
in Victoria on 27 October while 
addressing a small meeting of 70. 
Taken into custody, Irving agreed on 
30 October to leave Canada voluntari- 
ly within 48 hours, after the Canadian 
authorities showed leniency in not 
asking for an immediate deportation 
order. 

Irving arrived in Toronto at the weekend to 
address 140 people at the Primrose hotel on 
the afternoon of | November. The hotel room 
was booked by a member of the racist 
Heritage Front and members of the Church of 
the Creator provided security. Irving spoke at 
length, attacking the British press. “An edi- 
tion of The Times called me an amateur and a 
nazi. This is a particularly loathsome term — 
amateur,” said Irving. He also remarked to a 
reporter: “I’m happy to live in a white coun- 
try ... I’m happy seeing black families in 
Britain ... seeing them arrive at London air- 
port. But I’m happier when I see them 
leaving.” 

Following a quick chat at the home of the 
Canadian revisionist Ernst Ziindel, Irving 
drove to the border to make his midnight 
deadline to leave Canada. At 23.59 he pre- 
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sented himself to the US officials at Niagara 
Falls to learn that the US authorities would 
not let him enter the country. Irving was 
caught in a no-man’s land and was re-arrested 
by Canadian officials for not complying with 
the departure notice. 

Irving was held in an immigration deten- 
tion centre. He then started claiming that he 
had left Canada two days earlier, on the night 
of 30 October, and returned, thus complying 
with the departure notice. For the rest of the 
week, he tried to produce evidence of the trip 
and finally was able to delay the proceedings 
and get out on bail of $20,000 on Friday 6 
November. 

The next day Irving spoke to 70 people in 
Kitchener, Ontario, while 100 people demon-

strated in front of the hall. The following day 
he spoke at the Latvian hall in Toronto to 100 
people assembled once again by hard-core 
nazis of the Church of the Creator and 
Heritage Front with the local Ku Klux Klan 
and some fellow travellers of the neo-nazi 
movement. He was joined by David Coles 
from California and John Ball, a long-time 
associate of Ernst Ziindel who worked on the 
infamous Leuchter report. 

On 12 November immigration proceedings 
resumed in Niagara Falls with the arrival of 
Brian Fisher, a 56-year-old Canadian busi- 
nessman living in the USA, who claimed to 
have driven Irving to his house on the night 
of 30 October to autograph 50 lithographs of 
Adolf Hitler painted by Conrad Kujau. 

Irving also introduced part of his personal 
diary to support his claim to have left briefly 
before returning to Vancouver. The diary 


referred to skinheads assembled in Vancouver 
to support him as “the usual bunch of freaks 
and weirdos” and later referred to Fisher as a 
businessman who “haemorrhaged words at 
me for the next eight hours, about his smoked 
fish business, his fortune, his girlfriends, his 
tax evasion, etc.” 

Asked about this later, Fisher denied know- 
ing anything about tax evasion, but explained 
how he and Irving, as wealthy available bach- 
elors, were talking about fun trips to Asia and 
other similar escapades. 

The problem with his story was that neither 
US nor Canadian officials had any record of 
these border crossings and there were numer- 
ous contradictions between Irving’s and 
Fisher’s statements. Fisher also admitted that 
on the evening before the hearing he 
had supper with revisionist lawyer 
Doug Christie, Paul Norris and David 
Irving and they discussed the case for 
most of the evening. 

Irving’s comments about his sup- 
porters are interesting. After saying 
he received $1,488 in cash for book 
sales from Heinz Koppe in Vancouver 
on 30 October, he admitted that a 
Dresden-born friend, “very much the 
worse for garlic and alcohol”, gave 
him $1,000 in $100 notes and paid for 
his hotel room in Delta the same 
night. He then referred to another 
associate as an “incoherent Billy 
Bunter”. 

He also made some _ interesting 
comments about women. Before pro- 
ceedings resumed on the morning of 
12 November, he remarked to a 
woman who was setting up a camera 
that “we now have women presenting 
the news on the BBC. They should 
leave the serious things to men.” 

David Irving’s Canadian tour was a 
disaster. But it was revealing to see 
the neo-nazis of the Church of the 
Creator playing such a key role in 
security and Wolfgang Droege, leader 
of the Heritage Front, being in 
Irving’s immediate entourage for 
most of his engagements. 

Irving is now playing the victim 
and promises to return to Canada 
soon. But the low attendance at his 
meetings, his detention, the refusal of entry to 
the USA and his deportation to Britain have 
caused serious damage to historical revision- 
ism in Canada. 

If Irving wants to visit Canada in future he 
has to get ministerial permission. Canada now 
joins Germany, Austria, South Africa and 
Italy in barring Irving. The hope is that 
Canada will enforce the ban better than 
Germany, which Irving claims to have visited 
40 times in the last two years. 

Irving said to the press on 12 November: “I 
think you will find out at the end of this hear- 
ing whether I am a liar or the Canadian gov- 
ernment is a liar.” Canada has now found out 
what anti-fascists around the world have 
always known.

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A Time to Speak, by Helen 
Lewis (Blackstaff Press £6.95) 


The novelist Jennifer Johnston introduces 
this book with the words: “Only the dead 
know the whole truth and some of those 
witnesses who survived have taken upon 
themselves the painful task of speaking 
for them. It is our task to listen and never 
forget.” 

With modern day nazi printing presses 
spewing out more and more Holocaust denial 
literature, Helen Lewis could not have chosen 
a better “Time to Speak”. 

This is the biography of a Holocaust sur- 
vivor who tells of her experiences in Terezin 
and Auschwitz. This is the biography of a 


dancer who showed that even in the darkest 
hours there is hope. 

Helen Lewis was a Czechoslovak school 
pupil in 1933 “when the first reverberations 
of events from across the border reached the 
German communities in Czechoslovakia, and 
permeated every sphere of life, even the 
classroom.” 

After the invasion of Czechoslovakia, nazi 
policy towards the Jews is clearly detailed, as 
Helen Lewis describes her experiences of 
being forced to wear the yellow star and the 
forced seizure of Jewish property. 
Deportation to the ghettos followed and then 
transportation to the death camps themselves. 

In Auschwitz, when Helen was too unfit to 
pass selections, it was only luck that made Dr 
Mengele and his helpers impatient enough 
not to examine closely all inmates and thus 
ensure her survival. 

Helen was transferred to the satellite camp 
of Stutthoff after surviving the horrors of 
Auschwitz. All those in the transfer thought 
that after Auschwitz anywhere else could 
only be an improvement. On the first day 
however the labour force was assembled at a 
roll call and addressed by the Oberaufseherin, 
who “wanted us to know who we were deal- 
ing with. She told us that she personally had 


been instrumental in the extermination of the 
Jewish children from the Riga ghetto.” 

A moving account is given of how reli- 
gious and non-religious Jews, under the 
harshest of conditions and despite their weak- 
ness from lack of food, fasted on Yom 
Kippur, the day of atonement, as is the Jewish 
custom. This was an act of defiance. 
Incredibly the whole camp of Kochstadt 
refused food and yet remained unpunished by 
the nazis. 

The long death march and then a spell of 
fever while she stayed with an old woman 
who said to her: “I will hand you over to the 
SS if the Germans stay here, but I'll keep you 
with me if the Russians take the village” was 
how the war ended for Helen. A note of safe 
passage from a Russian soldier ensured her 
survival. 

Helen and her husband Paul were separated 
in Auschwitz and she was never to see him 
again. He died in Schwarzheide concentration 
camp in April 1945. 

This is the story of a woman filled not with 
bitterness but fulfilment.

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British National Party thugs stir up 


he march of more than 1,000 

anti-racist protesters through 

the streets of Eltham, part of 
the racists’ London killing grounds, on 
7 November was met by almost hyster- 
ical mobs of race haters. They were led 
by well known senior members of the 
British National Party, whose national 
headquarters is a few miles away in 
Welling. 


Since the BNP’s arrival in the area, racial 
attacks have risen dramatically and a number 
of young people have been murdered by ram- 
paging gangs of racist youths. For reasons 
beyond understanding and in the face of over- 
whelming evidence of illicit change of use of 
the building the BNP occupies, the local 
council has refused to turf the nazis out. 

A few days after the 7 November demon- 
stration, which was called to protest over the 
death of young Rohit Duggal in July this 
year, a petition signed by thousands of local 
people demanding an end to the BNP’s pres- 
ence in the area was handed to the local 
mayor. He has promised to look into the mat- 
ter once again. 

But looking into it is no longer good 
enough. All decent people are demanding 
action. If the mayor needs more evidence 
than the murders and escalation in racial 
attacks, he should have watched the reaction 
to the mourning marchers as they passed 
through Eltham’s main shopping centre. 

Led by section leaders from C18, the BNP, 
supported by neo-nazi Blood and Honour 
members, British National Socialist 
Movement activists plus a smattering of foot- 
ball thugs and loyalist hard men, stirred up 
local youths into a frenzy of hatred towards 
the marchers. It was clear to experienced 
observers that there were not enough police 
in the immediate vicinity of the march to 
prevent serious injury to the old people, 
women and children taking part, had the BNP 
taken the decision to launch an all out attack. 

Searchlight knows that this was a dry run 
operation for C18 to see how many people it 
could muster for such a confrontation. The

single nazi who disobeyed the rigid discipline 
imposed on the nazis on the day needed five 
police officers to remove him. The scenes 
portrayed in our photographs, of young peo- 
ple screaming abuse and joining in alongside 
the nazi thugs, are clear and disturbing evi- 
dence of the cancer they create in society. 

Two characters not shown in our pho- 
tographs, but out and active on the day, are 
Charlie “Ginger Pig” Sargent of C18, who 
was busy threatening people in a Wimpy bar 
with the knife he invariably carries, and 
Eddie Whicker, the battling dustman from 
Croydon (the moustache makes you look 
stupid, Eddie). Whicker was occupied in 
organising his runners between the BNP and 
the loyalists present. 

The three other key figures on the day were 
Derek Beackon and Dave Ettridge from east 
London, and John Merritt from Croydon. All 
are associated with C18.

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Anti-fascist solidarity across the world 


he fight against racism, anti- 

semitism and neo-nazism found 

true international expression 
on the weekend of 7 to 9 November. 


The central theme of demonstrations, 
which spanned two continents, was the 
mounting threat of fascism in Germany and 
the horrific nazi terror there. The action 
resulted from a joint initiative by Searchlight, 
Anti-Fascist Action, Antifa Infoblatt, Stoppa 
Rasismen and Reflex. The marches and ral- 
lies marked a determination to battle against 
the fascist enemy and state racism on the 
home front as well. 

Kicking off the weekend were our friends 
in Copenhagen, who organised a lively 
demonstration of more than 2,000 anti-fas- 
cists through the city. 

The next day saw a 700-strong turn-out in 
York by a broad front of organisations, 
including the local labour and trade union 
movement, the Union of Jewish Students, 
black groups and Anti-Fascist Action. Guest 
speakers for the occasion were Ray Hill of 
Searchlight and Benjamin, a young anti-fas- 
cist from Berlin. 

It was on 9 November, anniversary of the 
Nazis’ infamous Reichspogromnacht, that 
most of the demonstrations took place. The 
Norwegians were especially well represented 
with a variety of actions. In Bergen, in some 
of the worst weather for years, 700 people 


marched against the nazis. In Trondheim, 
more than 100 people turned out for a well 
organised meeting in solidarity with German 
anti-fascists and in Oslo and Troms6 there 
were vigils and mass leafleting. 

More than 500 people marched through the 
Swedish capital of Stockholm to deliver a

protest to the German embassy before mov- 
ing on to a rally, at which the main speaker 
was Heinz, a comrade from Berlin. 

The solidarity actions were joined for the 


first time by our American and Canadian 
friends, who held marches and demonstra- 
tions outside German embassies and con- 
sulates in Washington DC, Montreal and 
Toronto. 

At the heart of the action in Germany, the 
biggest anti-fascist event was the march and 
rock concert in Cologne. Twenty-five thou- 
sand joined the march and the concert was 
attended by 100,000. 

Coming close behind were anti-fascists in 
Munich who, by distributing 50,000 leaflets, 
mobilised 60,000 onto the streets with slo- 
gans that gave no quarter to those who want 
to change Germany’s asylum laws. 

Anti-fascists took to the streets right across 
Germany: more than 10,000 in each of 
Bielefeld, Diisseldorf, Freiburg and Mainz; 
7,000 in Frankfurt to hear Beate Klarsfeld; 
7,000 in Wuppertal; 5,000 in Liineburg; and 
1,700 even in little Winsen/Luhe, whose pop- 
ulation is only 12,000. Other demonstrations 
took place in Dresden, Leipzig and Rostock. 

Two thousand people marched through 
Berlin’s Moabit district. This was a small 
turn-out but 350,000 had already taken part in 
the protest march the day before and more 
than 20,000 had demonstrated in a clearly 
anti-fascist demonstration four days earlier . 

The initiative was a great success. As inter- 
national problems continue to grow, it will 
certainly not be the last time we “march sepa- 
rately but strike together”. 


Searchlight condemns Kohl’s hypocrisy 


Searchlight has always welcomed mass 
demonstrations of opposition to racism, anti- 
semitism and fascism from the broadest pos- 
sible political spectrum. 

The 200,000-strong demonstration, led by 
politicians of all democratic parties, which 
took place in Paris after the horrific desecra- 
tion of the Jewish cemetery in Carpentras, is a 
case in point. That demonstration was an 
immediate and angry public response to a fas- 
cist outrage. 

The Berlin demonstration mobilised by 
Germany’s main political parties on 8 
November under the title “The dignity of 
human beings is beyond question” was some- 
thing else. 

It was too little, too late, coming as it did 
after almost 18 months of fascist terror and 
racist hate, after the nazi murder of at least 25 
people in that period and after pogroms in 
Hoyerswerda, Rostock, Quedlinburg and 
Wismar had produced the unedifying specta- 
cle of four “foreigner-free” cities in what is 
supposedly a democratic and civilised state. 

Yet incredibly, Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
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and other politicians — the same people who 
had incited the hate frenzy with their bogus 
and racist “debate” about the right of asylum, 
and who have talked endlessly about the 
“uncontrolled flood” of refugees and the 
“boat being full” — believed they could use 
the feelings of decent Germans to put on a 
display conjured up for the purpose of clean- 
ing up Germany’s increasing tarnished image 
in the world. 

In other words, the demonstration was a 
cynical political stunt motivated more by 
Kohl’s worries about Germany’s trade figures 
than any real concern about the victims of 
racism and antisemitism. 

The 350,000 people who turned out to 
show their honest detestation of racism, anti- 
semitism and nazi violence had other ideas 
from those of Kohl and the other top 
Christian Democrats who wanted to con 
them. 

That the presence of these leaders enraged 
a majority of the participants in the 8 
November demonstration was clear from the 
most fleeting glance at the banners and plac- 


ards carried by marchers. “Hypocrites!”, “The 
arsonists sit in Bonn”, “No changes to the 
asylum laws!”, and “The right to stay is a 
human right”, they read. 

There was general awareness too that the 
propaganda for the demonstration said noth- 
ing about preserving Article 16 of the consti- 
tution, which guarantees the right of asylum. 
The marchers knew that the CDU and other 
politicians on the platform were the very peo- 
ple who would leave the demonstration intent 
on scrapping this guarantee and possibly even 
suspend the rule of law with a state of emer- 
gency to get their way. After all, had they not 
already signed orders for the deportation of 
more than 30,000 Romanies? 

The opposition of most of the protesters 
was silent but some were more active in 
showing their disgust at this naked hypocrisy. 
Eggs flew both at the march and the closing 
rally ... not just from “anarchists”, as report- 
ed across the globe by lazy hacks, but also 
from “normal” people. 

There is speculation that a few eggs were 
also thrown by police provocateurs to enable 


Kohl, his Interior Minister Seiters and their 
media army to lob genuine anti-racists into 
the same propaganda pot as the nazi thugs, 
criminals and terrorists they have unleashed. 

It may or may not be true that protest got 
mixed up with provocation. There was 
enough legitimate anger around at the giant 
gathering to generate this kind of more active 
opposition. What did the press and politicians 
expect? 

Three questions arise from the incidents. 

Firstly, how strong was Kohl’s personal 
commitment to the cause of opposition to 
racism and antisemitism when it did not with- 
stand a broken egg? When the first one was 
pitched, he vanished from the scene sur- 
rounded by a phalanx of security men. 

Secondly, after the bid to create a political 
alibi for the horrendous state of affairs in 
Germany failed miserably, the government- 
led media propaganda campaign dwelled on 
“left and right violence”. Do they not know 
the difference between eggs and petrol 
bombs, between normal, if somewhat rowdy, 
democratic protest and outright criminal and 
murderous terrorism? Any refugee can tell 
them. 

Thirdly, if the “dignity of human beings is 
beyond question” and the leitmotif was 
“against violence”, why were riot police sent 
into the crowd mercilessly to club protesters 
in full view of the world’s television 
cameras? 

From the standpoint of the masses of hon- 
est people who took part on 8 November and 
refused to be manipulated, the event was a 
successful and overwhelmingly peaceful 
expression of rejection of the racism, anti- 
semitism and fascism that is sweeping 
Germany. They cannot be congratulated 
enough. 

From the standpoint of Kohl and _ his 
cohorts who sought to use this mammoth 
expression for their own purposes, the event 
was a miserable fiasco. These people cannot 
be condemned enough.

German anti-fascists call for international solidarity with their fight 


Dear Friends. 

We write to you with this appeal for your 
urgent solidarity in the face of the rapidly 
worsening situation in Germany. Fascist ter- 
ror and racist and antisemitic violence are the 
order of the day here. 

Since the obscene racist pogrom in 
Rostock, more than 1,000 nazi and racist 
attacks on foreigners and Jewish cemeteries 
and other institutions have taken place. 
Eighteen people have so far been victims of 
nazi murders this year. 

Behind this violence stands a German gov- 
ernment which does nothing to stop the terror 
or to bring its perpetrators to justice. The 
Kohl government in fact has incited this race 
hate and violence as part of its plans for a 
new “Grossdeutschland” with a world super- 
power role. 

Two years ago, nobody would have 
believed that Germany would be attempting 
an official celebration of the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the first launch of the V2 terror 


weapon which murdered citizens of Great 
Britain and Belgium. 

Nationalism is the soil out of which both 
racism and Germany’s enhanced world role 
grows. Just as nazi violence threatens democ- 
racy, so “Grossdeutschland” is a looming and 
serious threat to world peace. 

The frightening developments here, includ- 
ing the planned forced deportation of more 
than 30,000 Roma and Sinti people, must be 
stopped. 

Pressure must be brought on Germany by 
human rights activists, anti-war organisations 
and anti-fascists worldwide. The world must 
be told what is going on here and mobilise 
continuous protests. The resistance here 
needs your help. 

We anti-fascists in Frankfurt, representing 
numerous organisations and victims of 
Hitler’s dictatorship, ask all human rights 
groups, anti-war groups and anti-fascists out- 
side Germany to act in solidarity. We would 
welcome in particular the following action. 


@ Demonstrations outside German embassies, 
consulates and Goethe Institutes, under the 
slogans: “Stop the nazi terror in Germany”, 
“Jail the nazis not their victims”, and 
“Solidarity with all victims of fascist violence 
in Germany”. 
@ Collection of funds to help German anti- 
fascist resistance. Donations should be sent 
to the German Anti-Fascist Solidarity 
Fund, c/o Tyne & Wear Anti-Fascist 
Association, 4 The Cloth Market, 
Newcastle upon Tyne, NE1 1EA (cheques 
to German Anti-Fascist Solidarity Fund). 
@ Appeals through all possible channels for 
international human rights observers to be 
sent immediately to Germany to report on 
what is really happening here. 
@ A boycott of all German goods and services 
until the authorities here take real action to 
stamp out the nazi terror and until plans for 
the mass deportation of Roma and Sinti are 
withdrawn. 

For decades the world has said “never 
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again!” Now the nazis are on the march once 
more. Now the promises of action must be 
cashed in. 

We know what happened the last time the 
world looked the other way. 

We appeal to you in the knowledge that the 
evil forces of fascism and racism in your own 
land gain strength and confidence from what 
is happening in Germany. 

We German anti-fascists ask for your soli- 
darity against fascism, racism and_anti- 
semitism, against “Grossdeutschland”. 

We believe that only through this kind of 
solidarity can attempts to reduce understand- 
ing of events here to crude anti-German 
nationalism be avoided. 

We ask that you publish this appeal and 
distribute it as widely as possible.

German youth groups 
in united call 


We turn to you because the situation in our 
country is becoming more and more acute. 
We have witnessed disturbing developments 
for some two and a half years. 

Fascist parties are gaining more and more 
ground, nationwide nazi parties are working 


together at all levels and are receiving mas- 


sive support. They are already capable of 
activating hundreds of thousands of people. 
More and more people see the fascists as a 
political force that grasps their problems and 
gives them support. 

The fascists’ growth is helped by the bour- 
geois parties, in particular the CDU and SPD. 
They believe that they must latch on to the 
emergent mass movement in order not to lose 
votes. At the same time, they are tightening 
up the law to show people that they are the 
better racists. 

The main thrust of the fascists and the state 
is against the people who, for various reasons, 
come to Germany from southern and eastern 
countries. It is mainly refugees and immi- 
grants who are the object of racist policies. 
But the racists threaten and attack black stu- 
dents, business people and tourists, too. 

Since autumn 1991, there have been more 
than 1,800 attacks on hostels and other estab- 
lishments for foreign people. Although many 
deaths and injuries have occurred, the 
German authorities have taken few direct 
steps to counter them. The government 
appears to assume the attacks represent the 
will of the general public, and any reaction by 
the government and its agencies against the 
offenders is an exception rather than the rule. 

Since the beginning of 1990, at least 31 
people have been murdered by fascists. We 
are certain that there have been more that 
have never been acknowledged to result from 
fascist actions. Up to now, the state has done 
little; some recent police activity in investi- 
gating the killings still indicates too little is 
being done too late. 

Our belief is that these developments will 
continue and lead to a situation like that in the 
early thirties. Since we cannot expect the 
state to counter this, we have decided to deal 
with it ourselves. We have set up a network of 
anti-fascist groups in some 80 towns, and are 
attempting, with other groups, to work on a 
regional basis. We shall inform people in our 
country about the facts of the developments 
and their responsibility for them. At the same 
time we shall try to organise practical resis- 
tance to the fascist gangs and the govern- 
ment’s brutal and racist policy, for example 
by protecting refugee hostels or taking part in 
other operations. 

We turn to you, because we want to ask 


you to support us in the struggle. You have 
much experience of fascist organisations and 
probably know about the problems. The nazis 
have been working together internationally 
for years and the successes of the German 
nazis will have given encouragement to nazis 
in other countries. It is in our common inter- 
est to fight them. 

We would like to know when actions are 
taken against German nazis in other coun- 
tries. We see it as vital that anti-fascists in 
other countries take such actions, because 
developments in our country affect others too, 
quite apart from the need for solidarity. We 
would like to see demonstrations outside 
German embassies, consulates or Goethe 
Institutes; demonstrations to fight ignorance 
of the German government’s tacit support for 
the fascists; demonstrations aimed at oppos- 
ing the forcible repatriation of the Sinti and 
Roma people; demonstrations of solidarity 
with all who have become victims of fascists 
and the German racist laws; demonstrations 
that oppose the persecution of those who 
resist. 

We believe it makes sense to put the 
German government and economy under 
political pressure including, for example, the 
organisation of action against German firms 
abroad. The federal government is very keen 
to preserve a positive view of Germany 
abroad, which is why it is very effective for 
people in other countries to get involved in 
developments here. 

We would also be pleased to know of 
financial collections in support of our fight 
against fascism. While the very large anti-fas- 
cist demonstrations across our country in 
recent weeks indicate a growing understand- 
ing of the threat among the German people, 
we are totally without financial support. We 
thank you for the support you have already 
given us and appeal to you to step up your 
efforts on our behalf. 

Dear friends, we would be pleased to hear 
an echo of support from your country to this 
call. We are in struggle against fascism and 
we dare not lose this fight for a second time.

Nazi terror: 31 dead and rising 


The flames of burning refugee centres contin- 
ue to light up the autumn skies over Germany 
as the intensity of nazi terror shows no sign of 
decreasing. 

According to Ernst Uhrlau, chief of the 
Verfassungsschutz secret service in Hamburg, 
there have been more than 1,800 nazi attacks 
in the two months since the Rostock pogrom. 

Speaking to the Hamburg Bundeswehr 
Academy, Uhrlau declared that there are 
“signs of the systematisation of violence” and 
warned that the next targets of the nazis 
“...who by no means lack weapons and 
explosives ... could be politicians and politi- 
cal opponents.” 

The nazis’ plans, he added, “go further than 
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1994” and he warned that they who could 
“now only be stopped by politics and society 
working together”. 

Uhrlau’s stark warnings come in the wake 
of the increasingly frequent parallels drawn 
publicly between Germany in 1992 and the 
Germany of the late 1920s during Hitler’s rise 
to power. 

The level of political violence from the 
right has certainly begun to reach similar lev- 
els, with 18 murders already on the nazi 
inventory this year. Uhrlau said that militant 
fascists now number more than 60,000 and 
expressed the fear that “the right extremists 
could now come to represent the ‘silent 
majority’ of German youth aged between 18 


and 21 years”. (Police statistics indicate that 
more than 80 per cent of those arrested for 
fascist violence are under 21 years old.) 

Recent figures from the main police agen- 
cy, the Bundeskriminalamt (BKA), further 
confirm the seriousness of the rapidly right- 
wards moving political situation and the scale 
of fascist violence. 

According to the BKA, there have been 
3,374 violent fascist attacks up to 25 October 
this year, compared with 2,450 for the whole 
of 1991, an increase of 70 per cent. They 
include seven bombings involving the use of 
explosives, 435 firebomb attacks, 346 cases 
of malicious wounding and 2,593 other acts 
of violence to people and property.

It is noteworthy that the BKA now reports 
that its figures do not include all attacks — in 
other words they are an underestimate — 
because of a lack of uniformity in methods of 
reporting incidents. 

Attacks are now so commonplace that they 
are not made public by the heavily self-cen- 
sored press. Nevertheless, since our last list 
(November 1992) we have monitored the fol- 
lowing incidents. 

10 October. Remplin. Five nazis raid 
refugee hostel and hurl two firebombs into 
the building. Hinrichsfelde. Nazis smash 
windows of refugee centre. Meissen. Fascists 
terrorise refugees by spraying refugee centre 
with air-rifle pellets. Wiebelskirchen. Fascist 
firebomb attack on _ refugee lodgings. 
Elgersburg. Racist gang hurls lumps of con- 
crete through windows of a home for asylum- 
seekers. Liebertwolkwitz. Refugee home 
stoned by fascists. Chemnitz. Thirty masked 
fascists storm left-wing youth centre. 
Neunkirchen. Firebomb attack on refugee 
hostel. Markkleeburg. Shots fired at refugee 
centre from passing car. Halle. Police attack 
anti-fascists protesting at a meeting of the 
neo-nazi Deutsche Volks Union. Goldberg. 
Five hundred local residents, mobilised by 
local Christian Democrat councillors, demon- 
strate to prevent the building of a refugee 
centre. Olbernhau. Crowds gather in front of 
asylum-seekers’ home. 

11 October. Three anti-fascists and three 
nazis arrested after street clash. 
Grossraschen. Seven nazis hurl six petrol 
bombs into a home for 25 refugees. Potsdam. 
Nazi boneheads raid and wreck billiard hall 
and wound several people before moving on 
to attack youth club. Konstanz. Massive 
police turn-out shields conference of the fas- 
cist Republikaner from 3,500 anti-fascists. 
Reinbek, near Hamburg. Arson attack on 
refugee hostel. Kolbermoor. Bomb attack on 
refugee centre. Leipzig. Fascists assault 
watchman of refugee home. Olbernhau. 
Renewed attacks, with stones and hammers, 
on asylum-seekers by 25 neo-nazis. Ortrand. 
Fascists raid motorway services centre and 
attack two Polish lorry drivers, causing severe 
head injuries. Berlin-Lichtenberg. Street 
clash between anti-fascist youths and nazis. 
Three nazis injured. 

13 October. Spréda. Refugee centre fire- 
bombed. Metz, France. Twenty German neo- 
nazis attack and savagely beat a 20-year-old 
student after forcing him to go on his knees 
and “give thanks to Hitler”. 

14 October. Friedberg. Six fascists bom- 
bard refugee home with stones causing dam- 
age to the building. Schwedt. Twenty nazi 
skins attack Polish tourists. Saarbriicken. 
Fascist youths assault 50-year-old Italian 
man, wounding him severely. Goldberg. 
Local residents mount blockade in bid to pre- 
vent opening of refugee centre. 

15 October. Munich. Posters accusing 
Jews of cruelty to animals appear overnight in 
city centre. Cottbus. It is revealed that the 
nazi Deutsche Alternative is building a storm- 
troop under the name of Mobiles 
Einsatzcommando-Ost. 

16 October. Leipzig. Female warden of 
refugee hostel attacked and badly beaten by 
nazi thugs. Brandenburg. Battle between 
fascists and anti-fascists. Hofheim. Firebomb 
attack on local offices of the Greens. 


17 October. Thale, near Quedlinburg. Ten 
extreme-rightist youths invade home for 60 
refugees, kicking doors open and smashing 
fittings. One room set ablaze while three 
Vietnamese women were sexually abused. 
Police arrived in time to prevent one of the 
women from being raped. Four racists arrest- 
ed, including two girls aged 13 and 14. 
Berlin. Peruvian, aged 37, murdered by 
racists. Dyrotz. Massive street battle after 
ambush by 40 nazis on anti-fascists. One per- 
son severely wounded.

Fifty-strong fascist storm-troop attacks and 
wrecks youth centre wounding one person 
seriously. Hannoversch-Miinden. The man- 
agement of the _ firm Weser-Metall- 
Umformtechnik GmbH threatens closure of 
its factory if central reception centre for 
refugees is built in the town. Weisswasser. 
Fifteen neo-nazis attack refugee centre. 
Further violence prevented by police. 

18 October. Seelzen. Nazis destroy store 
house adjacent to planned Jewish museum. 
Plankstadt, near Bonn. Fifteen neo-fascist 
youths burst into refugee centre and terrorise 
residents. Plieningen. Nazi skinheads rob 
pub, taking £4,000. Police later discover arse- 
nal of weapons in house search. 

19 October. Goldberg. Further blockade of 
refugee centre by more than 100 local people, 
led by the local mayor, as bus with 40 
refugees arrives. Refugees refuse to leave the 
bus through fear. Rostock. Police violently 
attack demonstration by nazi-hunters Serge 
and Beate Klarsfeld and 40 young French 
Jews against deportation of Romanis. Police 
launch further attacks when the protesters try 
to fix a memorial plate to the city hall. Fifty 
people arrested and four held in custody. 
Bonn. Meeting of Greek community leaders 
evacuated after nazi terror threat. Giistrow. 
Gang of nazi youths attacks refugee hostel. 
Goyatz. Cemetery, mistakenly identified as 
Jewish, desecrated and daubed with nazi slo- 


gans. 
20 October. Kreibitsch. Fascist arson 
attempt at refugee centre. 

21 October. Ravensbriick. Firebomb 


attack on former women’s concentration 
camp. The news is suppressed for five days 
because of the Queen of England’s visit to 
Germany. Calls for resignation of 
Brandenburg Justice Minister Hans-Otto 
Brautigam. Greifswald. Sixty-strong fascist 
storm-troop, armed with steel bars and base- 
ball bats, launches vicious assault on 20 for- 
eign students. Students defend themselves in 
fierce battle. 

22 October. Adenstadt. Two babies aged 
two weeks and eight months burned and suf- 
focated in petrol-bomb attack on refugee cen- 
tre. Greifswald. New attacks by fascists on 
refugee centre. Ueckermiinde. Twenty-five 
nazis stone asylum-seekers’ hostel. Bergern. 
Three petrol bombs hurled into home for 12 
Vietnamese refugees. 

23 October. Uberlingen. Concentration 
camp memorial desecrated. Cemetery for 
Dachau murder victims badly damaged and 
nazi symbols daubed. Karstaédt. Windows of 
refugee hostel smashed. 

24 October. Apolda. Fifty neo-nazis invade 
youth club before moving on to attack a home 
for asylum-seekers. Liibz. Fascist gang 
smashes windows at refugee centre. Giilzow. 
Nazi boneheads attack sports event and 


wound two Syrian refugees. Later, they fire 


shots into nearby’ refugee hostel. 
Westerénfeld. Racist youths set door of 
refugees’ lodgings ablaze and attack refugees 
with clubs. Brandenburg. Fascists petrol- 
bomb youth club. Ndorten-Hardenburg. 
Nazis try to break up anti-racist demonstra- 
tion. Gelsenkirchen. Nazis petrol-bomb dis- 
trict office of the Social Democratic Party. 

25 October. Greifswald. Further attacks by 
masked, armed fascists on foreign students at 
a local club. Sixteen-year-old German girl 
severely wounded as a result of being beaten 
by nazi with baseball bat. When police arrive, 
nazis bombard vehicles and fire on them with 
gas pistols. Gutenfiirst. Firebomb attack on 
refugee centre. Ingolstadt. Five petrol bombs 
hurled into refugee hostel. 

26 October. Schildow. Windows smashed 
as fascists attack refugee hostel. Norderstedt. 
Arsonists burn hostel for refugees causing 
£70,000 damage. Leipzig. Mass distribution 
of nazi leaflets. 

27 October. Niederrad. German, aged 52, 
stabs Turkish man after screaming racist 
insults. 

28 October. £50,000 damage to asylum- 
seekers’ home after arson attack. 

30 October. Zittau. Street clash after 20 
nazis attack anti-fascists. One person wound- 
ed and property damaged. Villingen- 
Schwenningen. Firebomb attack on refugee 
centre treated by police as attempted murder. 

31 October. Nordhausen. Fascists attack 
left-wing youths, resulting in a bloody battle 
and one anti-fascist with severe head wounds. 
Gera. Nazi skinheads storm dance-hall, 
attacking band and wrecking equipment. 
Karstadt. Fascist-inspired youths clash with 
police while attempting to storm refugee hos- 
tel. Hettstedt. Arson attack by fascists on 
refugees’ home. Heide. Nazi troop attacks 
anti-racist demonstration, injuring two peo- 
ple. Dresden. Knife attack on Yugoslav car 
salesman. Bischofsheim. Racists arrive by 
car and fire shots into refugee hostel. 
Gelbensande. Mayor warns refugees that he 
“will call in the skins if refugees don’t behave 
themselves”. 

1 November. Three racists beat up 
Sudanese asylum-seeker. Pritzier. Police pre- 
vent an attack on asylum-seekers’ hostel by 
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40 fascists shouting racist slogans and singing 
nazi songs. Bragstedt. Fire in suspicious cir- 
cumstances burns out ground floor of recep- 
tion centre for refugees. G6ttingen. Thirty- 
one-year-old Ethiopian refugee severely 
wounded after being beaten by fascists and 
shot in face with gas pistol. Dolgenbrodt. 
Building being prepared as reception centre 
for refugees gutted in firebomb attack. 
Preetz. Fascists raid refugee hostel smashing 
all windows. Miissen. Container home for 
refugees burned out by fascists. Zulpich. 
Racists hurl bomb into refugee hostel. 

2 November. Wolgast. Arson attack on 
refugee centre. Hettstedt. Renewed attack by 
racist mob on_ asylum-seekers’ home. 
Goldberg. Local citizens pour liquid manure 
over plaque commemorating murder of Jews 
and Romanis under Hitler. 

3 November. Tutow. Nazis daub secondary 
school with fascist symbols. Elversberg. 
Fascist gang assaults three Algerian refugees. 

4 November. Wuppertal-Barmen. More 
than 90 graves desecrated in nazi attack on 
Jewish cemetery. Later two youths, aged 13 
and 14, arrested. One has previous record of 
violent nazi activity. Lehrte. Refugee centre 
goes up in flames in racist terror attack. 
Hattersheim. Racists terrorise refugee hostel. 

5 November. Wolgast. Right-extremist 
youths inflict severe head and eye injuries on 
black South African refugee. Frankfurt an 
der Oder. Arson attack on hall of residence 
for foreign students. Neubrandenburg. 
Sixteen-year-old German woman beaten sav- 
agely by nazis “because she looked like a for- 
eigner”. Leipzig. Taxi drivers in racist assault 
on black driver.

Military killers 
detained 


Soldiers and officers of the German armed 
forces, the Bundeswehr, have taken part in 
violent attacks on refugee hostels and in at 
least three cases have committed political 
murders. 

According to leaked reports from top 
Bundeswehr officials, 24 members of the 
armed forces are known to have been mem- 
bers of nazi gangs committing violent acts 
against asylum-seekers. 

Three Bundeswehr officers who carried out 
a hand-grenade attack on a refugee centre in 
Kiel on 10 November have been suspended 
from duty. Fortunately nobody was hurt. 

In another incident, which brought memo- 
ries of secret army assistance to Hitler’s SA 
stormtroops before 1933, three Bundeswehr 
soldiers were involved in brawls in which 
three people were killed. 

One of the men involved had already been 
sentenced to five years in a youth detention 
centre for crimes of nazi violence and all 
three have now been discharged from the 
armed forces. 
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Members of the Bundeswehr have engaged 
in at least 20 attacks, sometimes using army 
weapons, and at least seven soldiers — in 
Flensburg, Hanover and Magdeburg — are 
currently in custody for their part in murder- 
ous violence. 

In at least two cases, non-commissioned 
officers also had a hand in swastika daubings 
and cemetery desecrations, as well as in hurl- 
ing Molotov cocktails into refugee hostels. 

Bundeswehr soldiers are also known to 
have supplied military training and weapons, 
including automatic pistols, flare rockets and 
small rocket launchers, to nazi terror gangs. 


Police seize nazi 
weapons 


Raids by police in the Cottbus area have 
uncovered a huge stockpile of weapons, 
including machine pistols, 150 hand grenades 
and rifles, and nazi propaganda material. 

Thirteen nazis were arrested in the raids 
against the so-called Werwolf-Jagdeinheit 
Senftenberg. They have been charged with 
violations of weapons laws. Police are also 
investigating them in connection with a mur- 
der. 

Despite the seriousness of the charges, the 
suspects were released on bail. 

Although these fascists were armed to the 
teeth, Federal Attorney-General Alexander 
von Stahl still refuses to accept that the wave 
of nazi violence is the result of a terrorist con- 
spiracy, describing the violence instead as 
“spontaneous, unorganised acts”. 


Jewish journalist 
arrested 


Margitta Fahr, an anti-fascist Jewish journal- 


ist in Berlin, has been charged with using the. 


symbols of organisations which defy the con- 
stitution, after secret Staatschutz police inter- 
cepted a fax she sent for private information 
to another journalist on 14 October. 

The fax contained a report of nazi activities 
in south Germany from a local newspaper, a 
report about last year’s fascist demonstration 
in Halbe and a photocopy of a nazi sticker 
with a portrait of Hitler’s deputy Rudolf Hess. 
The word Hess on the sticker was written in 
SS-runes. 

Ms Fahr’s fax never arrived at its destina- 
tion but did end up in the hands of the Staat- 
schutz, which called her in for questioning. 

After a long interrogation, the Staatschutz 
charged that because she sent a fax containing 
the SS symbol she had broken the law forbid- 
ding its use. 

This action against an anti-fascist journalist 
comes at a time when uniformed nazis walk 
openly in some German cities. As she 
explains herself: “It is unbelievable that every 
day in Germany neo-nazis parade in the 
streets with forbidden uniforms, symbols, and 
badges, singing nazi songs, bawling racist 
and antisemitic slogans, and burning and 
beating foreigners, while the police watch 
passively.” 

The charges against Margitta Fahr speak 
volumes for Helmut Kohl’s_ new 
Grossdeutschland. Interestingly, they come at 
a time when Eckhart Werthebach, chief of the 


Verfassungsschutz secret service, has pro- 
posed changing the name of his organisation 
to Bundessicherheitsamt, a name replete with 
echoes of Himmler’s hated secret police 
apparatus. 


Embarrassed Bonn 
bans SS ceremony 


Nazis were banned from demonstrating in 
Frankfurt an der Oder, Cologne and Halbe in 
November. 

A proposed march by the 1,500-strong 
Deutsche Alternative (DA) on 7 November in 
Frankfurt an der Oder was outlawed on the 
grounds of “preserving public security and 
order”. This was to have been a gathering of 
the whole of the hardline nazi network organ- 
ised in the Gesinnungsgemeinschaft der Neue 
Front (GdNF). 

The Cologne ban came after convicted 
would-be bomber Markus Beisicht, of the 
Deutsche Liga fiir Volk und Heimat, which 
has representatives on the city council, 
applied for permission to hold a rock concert 
with the nazi bonehead band Storkraft at the 
same location as a planned anti-fascist rally 
on 9 November. 

The annual fascist militaristic spectacle 
honouring the Waffen-SS dead in the Halbe 
forest cemetery near Berlin, planned for 15 
November, was also baned. The ban was 
enforced by 1,500 riot police who confronted 
1,000 nazis and arrested a small number. 

Last year, Bundeswehr soldiers mounted an 
official guard of honour over Waffen-SS and 
neo-nazi wreaths. Later, more than 1,500 ille- 
gally uniformed nazis carrying equally illegal 
flags and symbols held a macabre ceremony 
to commemorate their murderous idols. 

This year’s ceremony, like last year’s, had 
been arranged by the Berliner 
Kulturgemeinschaft Preussen (BKP), led by 
veteran nazi Ursula Schaffer and coordinated 
with former Waffen-SS members from the 
Kameradenwerk Korps Steiner as well as the 
openly nazi Wiking Jugend. 


Human rights group 
slams Kohl 


A 45-page report by Helsinki Watch, the 
respected US human rights organisation, has 
blamed the German government for the con- 
tinuing wave of nazi terror attacks on foreign- 
ers and refugees. 

The report, based on information gathered 
during a mission to Germany in May and 
June this year, says bluntly that the Kohl 
administration has “failed to ensure safety for 
foreigners living in Germany” and has dis- 
played “a worrying political incompetence”. 

Helsinki Watch condemns particularly the 
planned deportation of 30,000 Romanis to 
Romania as “‘a violation of international law” 
and says that this gives “the clear impression 
that the government has yielded to right- 
extremist demands for a ‘foreigner-free 
Germany’.” 

Commenting on the report, which he 
admitted he had not read, Dieter Vogel, 
spokesman for Chancellor Helmut Kohl, 
denounced it as “theoretical and abstract” and 
accused the human rights organisation of hav- 


ing “no idea of the real circumstances in 
Germany”. 

Vogel went on to say: “we need no instruc- 
tions from Helsinki Watch” and added that 
“the police are controlled by individual states 
and there is no government control”. 


Jew-baiter goes 


A Christian Democrat (CDU) municipal 
councillor in Rostock has resigned after mak- 
ing antisemitic remarks at a press conference 
held by Ignatz Bubis, head of Germany’s 
40,000-strong Jewish community. 

Mr Bubis had visited the city to demon- 
strate his concern at the recent pogrom there 
and heavily criticised the local authorities for 
their inaction before, during and after the 
racist onslaught. 

CDU councillor Karl-Heinz Schmidt told 
him at the press conference “your homeland 
is in Israel”. Schmidt, who was forced to 
resign by his CDU colleagues, first apolo- 
gised for what he called ‘“‘a misunderstand- 
ing” but then withdrew his apology. 

Only days before Schmidt’s antisemitic 
outburst, three French Jewish anti-nazi 
protesters had been released after spending a 
week in a Rostock jail which also housed vio- 
lent neo-nazis. 

They were charged with assault, resisting 
the police and liberating prisoners, after inci- 
dents in which they were attacked by police 
during a demonstration, led by nazi-hunters 
Serge and Beate Klarsfeld, against the depor- 
tation of Romanis. Following their detention, 
anti-fascists smashed the windows of the 
German government-financed Goethe 
Institute in Paris to express solidarity. 


ITALY 


Massive response to 
wave of antisemitism 


Fifty thousand people demonstrated in Rome 
against racism and antisemitism on 9 Novem- 
ber in the wake of a series of outrages against 
Jewish people, cemeteries and property. 

Windows of 25 shops belonging to Jewish 
families had been smashed in Rome the week 
before and hate slogans like “Zionists out of 
Italy” daubed on walls. These attacks fol- 
lowed a wave of desecrations of Jewish 
cemeteries. 

The demonstration was the second action 
against antisemitism. Two days earlier, a 
group of young Jews made their refusal to 
accept antisemitism and racism quite clear by 
walking into the headquarters of the neo-nazi 
Movimento Politico Occidentale and wreck- 
ing it. 

Racists have worked hard in recent months 
to whip up an atmosphere of hatred towards 
Jews and Romanis in particular. Antisemitic 
graffiti — swastikas, SS runes, Sieg Heil — and 
other filth adorn walls all over Rome. 

The area around the historic Colosseum is 
known especially as a fascist stronghold and 
is home to the headquarters of the Youth 
Front, the youth group of the neo-fascist 
Movimento Sociale Italiano (MSI). 

Other even more violent political creatures 
also inhabit the area, in which nazi skinheads 
frequently gather before making racist forays. 


The boneheads openly admit that their model 
is the example of nazi violence in Rostock. 

According to Rome police, the nazi skin- 
head movement in the city numbers around 
1,000 but is growing and evident on the 
streets. Even the MSI, for which anti-commu- 
nism always figured more strongly than 
racism, has denounced these boneheads pub- 
licly. 

Nevertheless, Italy’s 50,000 Jews feel 
threatened, not least by the fact that the MSI, 
which is no less fascist than the boneheads, 
was able to march 50,000-strong in Rome on 
18 October, just one week after a massive 
anti-racist, anti- fascist rock concert attended 
by more than 200,000 people. 

Antisemitism, like racism and the acceler- 
ating north-south division, is a rising factor in 
Italian political life. 

A recent opinion poll indicated that the 
number of antisemites in Italy may run into 
millions. The poll, reported in Expresso on 1 
November indicated that 10 per cent of the 
1,064 respondents questioned believed that 
the Jews should leave Italy. As many as 33 
per cent felt that Jews were “not Italians”. 

Perhaps the worst features of the poll were 
revealed in the respondents’ thoughts about 
recent history. A shocking 9.4 per cent agreed 
with the claim that the Holocaust never hap- 
pened, while 41.8 per cent expressed the view 
that “Jews should stop behaving as victims 
because of a Holocaust that happened nearly 
half a century ago.” 


NORWAY 


Frosty reception for 
Samaranch 


Olympic boss Juan Antonio Samaranch got a 
frosty reception when he arrived in 
Lillehammer to inspect the venue of the next 
Winter Olympics. 

The visit was not at all what he expected 
because anti-fascists stopped and surrounded 
his car to demand that Samaranch, a friend of 
the late and unlamented former Spanish fas- 
cist dictator General Franco, get out of 
Norway and to chant slogans for “a fascist- 
free Olympics”. 

Samaranch’s Norwegian hosts were, not 
surprisingly, rather embarrassed at. the less 
than polite welcome given to the old fascist. 

Meanwhile, the country’s home-grown 
headbangers continue to make a nuisance of 
themselves. In the forefront this month is Jan 
Holthe, leading member of the appropriately 
named HAM (White Aryan Resistance). 

Holthe and some of the hairless ones who 
follow him recently decided to take “action” 
against the mayor of Gjévik who, along with 
local anti-fascists, has taken a very firm stand 
against the hate-filled racist antics of HAM. 

The “action” was a hate-mail campaign, 
with the result that a flood of hate letters 
filled the mayor’s letterbox accompanied by a 
mountain of mail-order junk. He also got 
threatening telephone calls but was not in the 
least deterred from speaking out against 
racism and Holthe’s bonehead battalion. 

So they launched their master plan. With 
military discipline and guided by a brilliant 
strategic plan, the town hall was targeted for 
attack by two nazi boneheads.

With all the courage they could muster, the 
two — now known locally as the Diarrhoeal 
Duo — crept up on the building in the dead of 
night, dropped their pants and defecated all 
over the doorstep. 

Not content with this heroism, the 
guardians of white Aryan Kultur smeared 
their excrement on the front door before run- 
ning away. Police later identified the two nazi 
skins responsible, probably from the smell on 
their hands, and arrested them. Both are 
awaiting trial. 

This situation is one they share with their 
fiihrer Holthe. At the time of going to press, 
he has been in custody for two weeks and is 
facing harassment and violence charges. 

Another in the lengthening queue for trial is 
Arild Elseveen, Arne Myrdal’s sergeant in 
Brummendal. Elseveen, whose chief claim to 
notoriety is that a few years ago he bombed a 
cow to death, will be tried for violence and 
threatening behaviour. 

Elseveen’s boss, failed bomber Arne 
Myrdal, is awaiting trial for leading violent 
attacks on peaceful anti-racists at the annual 
meeting of the racist People’s Movement 
Against Immigration. Long overdue, but bet- 
ter late than never. 

Myrdal is also, at long last, being investi- 
gated for his quaint habit of keeping illegal 
files on political opponents. 


DENMARK 


Trouble and strife for 
nazi boss 


Top Danish nazi Poul Riis-Knudsen has been 
kicked out of Denmark’s Nationalsocialis- 
tiske Bevaegelse/1991 (DNSB/1991) after his 
relationship with a 22-year-old Palestinian 
refugee woman — also a nazi — was made 
public. 

Riis-Knudsen, 43, son of a Danish volun- 
teer for the Waffen-SS, has been an isolated 
figure in the Danish nazi scene for some time. 
He no longer holds leadership positions but 
emphasises that his commitment to nazism is 
as strong as ever. 

Riis-Knudsen is already married to Annette 
Petersen, daughter of Henry Krog Petersen, 
another former SS man, who is more out- 
raged by the “race-mixing” aspects of his 
son-in-law’s affairs than the fact that his 
daughter has been left in the lurch. 

The DNSB/1991 was already an empty 
shell with little presence other than the occa-. 
sional sticker and leaflet. The running at the 
moment is being made by another nazi outfit, 
the Partiet de Nationale (PDN), led by Albert 
Larsen, a former town councillor for Mogens 
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Glistrup’s extreme-right Progress Party. 

The PDN’s programme is more or less 
identical to that of the DNSM. Larsen is 
nakedly antisemitic and racist but tries to 
refrain from using openly nazi symbols. 

His party has busied itself recently in trying 
to make international links and earlier this 
year played host to a group of German nazis 
from the terrorist Nationalistische Front (NF). 

Larsen explains his links with the NF by 
saying: “I am a Danish nationalist. They are 
German nationalists and hence we cooper- 
ate.” He also claims connections with Italian 
and Spanish fascists. 

The PDN is widely suspected of being 
behind a spate of racist attacks on centres for 
asylum-seekers and of having some complici- 
ty in the murder of Copenhagen anti-fascist 
Henrik Christensen in March. 

It certainly has violent connections other 
than the German NF, including links with a 
violent Hell’s Angels-type gang called The 
Romans and a thug squad called The 
Brotherhood of the Danes. 

Boasting a membership of 700 (the real fig- 
ure is around 200), the PDN is intent on 
expanding its activities and its contacts 
abroad and has been looking around for a 
location for an international neo-nazi summer 
camp, planned for next year. 

The PDN’s emergence on the scene raises 
the potential danger level from the fascist 
scene at a time when Denmark is seeing a 
growth in public racist activity, with racists 
planning to fight in 40 electoral districts in 
next year’s local elections. 

At the same time violence is growing. 
Recently, in Gram in Jutland, two 19-year-old 
youths were arrested after setting fire to a 
refugee centre. A police raid on their homes 
found nazi symbols and propaganda material.

NETHERLANDS 


Police ambush nazis 


Following the ban on their last attempt at a 
nazi rock concert in Rotterdam at the end of 
September, attempts by Dutch nazi skins to 
seek revenge have been further frustrated. 

The September event, which was organised 
via the skinzine Hou Kontakt and was to have 
featured the bonehead band Squadron and 
British nazi criminals from Skullhead, was 
banned after anti-fascists informed the 
authorities. Twenty-nine nazi boneheads who 
came to the meeting point ended up under 
arrest. 

The gig’s organisers were less than pleased 
at losing both money and face and in October 
the nazis started in earnest to plan revenge. 

Target number one, it turned out, was a 
public meeting organised by the anti-fascist 
organisation VONK in Arnhem, near the 
German border, on the right to asylum. 

A troop of 65 nazi boneheads arrived in 
Arnhem a few hours before the meeting, with 
intentions that were not remotely peaceful, 
and walked right into the arms of the police, 
who had been tipped off about their arrival 
and who were waiting for them. 

Eight nazis were arrested and charged with 
various weapons offences while the rest were 
left to wander round Arnhem well away from 
the venue of the anti-fascist meeting. 

Though the Dutch nazi scene remains small 
and its activities are severely limited both by 
anti-fascists and by the authorities, there is a 
growing racism which finds increasingly vio- 
lent expression. 

This was demonstrated in a court case in 
The Hague in October when 35-year-old Jan 
van Brakel was jailed for three years for his 
part in six racist bombings. 

While the last and heaviest bomb was dis- 


covered before it exploded, the others caused 
substantial damage. Van Brakel had no 
known contact with organised fascist groups 
but told the court that he hated foreigners.

Nazi drugs and guns 


Four Belgian nazis found themselves before 
the courts in October in a trial for a firebomb 
attack on a meeting centre for immigrants in 
Antwerp two years ago. 

Three of the nazis, all youth members of 
the so-called Vlaams Nationale Groepering 
(VNG), were convicted and jailed for two 
years, a year of which was suspended. The 
fourth, their leader Roland Wyckmans, aged 
67, was jailed for two years, with a year and a 
half suspended. 

The court heard how the nazis, with mem- 
bers of the fascist Vlaams Blok, provoked 
anti-fascists in Antwerp and were beaten up, 
prompting them to hatch a plot for revenge. 

The attack on the meeting centre, which the 
judge declared reflected “a mentality that 
cannot be tolerated” in our society, fortunate- 
ly caused little damage. 

A police search found weapons and other 
fascist paraphernalia at the homes of the four 
would-be firebombers. 

Also in October, 30 Dutch fascists were 
ordered out of Belgium after being intercept- 
ed by Belgian police in the Ardennes hills. 

The fascists, all wearing camouflage uni- 
forms, had planned to hold a paramilitary 
camp. They have since been charged with 
possession of guns and drugs and wearing 
illegal uniforms.

Ken Peterson was a different kind of 
Klansman. Born in the northern state of 
Wisconsin, he had a lilted accent common to 
upper Midwestern communities, where the 
white people are Scandinavian descendants. 
Nevertheless, he joined Thom _ Robb’s 
Arkansas-based Klan and quickly recruited 
his family and friends. 

Peterson was an avid recruiter and placed 
advertisements in small town newspapers 
across Wisconsin. He took advantage of 
sleazy television talk shows looking for 
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higher audience ratings and received thou- 
sands of dollars worth of free publicity. Each 
time he appeared on television another 
avalanche of letters poured in; many were 
requests to join. 

Peterson’s handler was Ed Novak from 
Chicago, a former hanger-on at the National 
Socialist Party of America, but now Robb’s 
top man in the Midwest. But Novak could not 
control Peterson. Robb had turned the Klan 
into a little business employing his daughter 
Rachel and son Jason, and reportedly draws a 
hefty little salary himself. Robb ran the oper- 
ation like a Mafia don, doling out a piece of 
the action to long-time cronies such as Novak 
and Michael Lowe in Texas. 

Peterson quit Robb and searched for an 
honest Klan leader. He quickly joined — and 
then left — Joe Gosciniak’s band of rummies 
at the Northwest Territory Knights. Then 
Dennis Mahon befriended Peterson. 

Mahon was busy as Tom Metzger’s 
“Johnny-on-the-spot”. He had taken a well- 
publicised trip to Germany in 1991 and fol- 
lowed it up with a trip to Canada as well — 
courtesy of Wolfgang Droege’s Heritage 
Front and the Church of the Creator. When he 
was not busy showing off his paramilitary 
camp in southwest Missouri to Iowa televi- 
sion reporters, Mahon was spending time 
with Steve Thomas and the Church of the 
Creator skinheads in Milwaukee. 


Mahon was intent on a showing of nazi- 
Klan unity and Peterson became his vehicle. 
In the end, however, Mahon’s abortive rally 
at Peterson’s Wisconsin home ended with 
Chicago neo-nazi Art Jones and several of his 
henchman in jail while a strong anti-racist 
demonstration took over. 

Mahon may have the blessing of White 
Aryan Resistance leader Tom Metzger, but he 
made a poor choice in Ken Peterson as a con- 
fidant. Within weeks Peterson did the only 
honest thing possible: he quit the white 
supremacist movement altogether. 

Now Ken Peterson has joined the ranks of 
ex-racists such as Floyd Cochran, who left as 
Aryan Nations national spokesman in July. 
Cochran is now warning young people about 
the dangers of joining the Klan and neo-nazis. 

In Montana, he confessed that he had wast- 
ed 25 years of his life devoted to nazism. In 
Oregon, Cochran told a classroom of students 
that the Aryan Nations claimed to represent 
“family values”, but was actually a gang of 
criminals and haters. 

Since they left the white supremacist move- 
ment, Cochran and Peterson have been joined 
by others looking for a way out of the dead 
end of racism, antisemitism and bigoted vio- 
lence. They have left behind shattered racist 
organisations and a band of nervous Klan 
bosses worried about what the spotlight of 
Peterson and Cochran’s honesty will reveal.

Divided FN loses electoral support 


he Front National held its 

annual party conference in 

November. Rumours were rife 
in the weeks beforehand that there 
would be a big shake-up in the upper 
echelons, with predictions that deputy 
leader Bruno Megret would lose his 
job. 

This turned out not to be the case, but nev- 
ertheless there have still been some big shifts 
in FN policy. 

The background to all this stems from the 
Front National’s disastrous campaign against 
the Maastricht Treaty in the run up to the ref- 
erendum. It campaigned for a nationalist Non 
vote, which the French Communist party also 
chose as its platform, thus alienating voters 
from what was perceived as both right and 
left extremism. 

Some sections of the traditional right, while 
also campaigning for a no vote, made it clear 
that they would not seek alliances with the 
FN. There has been a shift across the French 
political spectrum to the centre, ensuring that 
in next year’s national elections the centre 
right will comfortably take power. 

The FN is losing voter support and 
is expected to return to its previous 
level of around 10 per cent of the 
vote. The party appears to have 
peaked electorally. 

In recent months the FN has been 
riven by internal divisions about strat- 
egy and direction, hardline neo-nazis 
being pitted against the more conser- 
vative members. Collaboration with 
the Vichy regime has also been a 
major topic of discussion, with party 
members split about whether Vichy 
collaborators should remain in the FN. 

At the conference itself the expect- 
ed expulsions and job shake-ups did 
not happen. The most important 
development was the change in eco- 
nomic policy. Previously the FN had 
advocated an ultra-liberal free-market 
economy. Now, the new policy is for 
more state intervention in the econo- 
my and for a nationalist “protection- 
ist” programme. 

This new authoritarianism is intend- 
ed to combat France’s rising unem- 
ployment and to defend French indus- 
try against what Le Pen described as 
“the disastrous effects of the inter 
national economic war of the free 
market”. 

It is too early to make a full analy- 
sis of this policy change, but it is clear 
that the Front National is moving 
towards a national socialist economic 


programme. A more in-depth report will 
appear next month. 

The FN also announced that it would take 
measures to control “media power” by insert- 
ing clauses into the constitution to force jour- 
nalists to accept “political pluralism”. The FN 
clearly considers itself to be unfairly repre- 
sented by the press. 

Predictably, immigration was also on the 
agenda. This time 26 new measures were 
announced including one for “national prefer- 
ence” which would oblige employers and 
landlords to choose whites for jobs and hous- 
ing Over immigrants. 

Regarding the family, the FN will promote 
“the honour of marriage” and introduce an 
electoral system to permit children to vote via 
their parents — what it describes as universal 
integral suffrage, but is clearly and pathetical- 
ly intended to maximise its share of the vote. 


Journalists punched 


Two days after its conference, the Front 
National held a festival of “Bleu Blanc 
Rouge” (blue white red, the colours of the 


French flag) to celebrate its 20th anniversary. 
It was also timed to coincide with the anti- 
fascist demonstrations around the world to 
commemorate 9 November. 

In the week before, the FN daily newspaper 
Present carried front page articles attacking 
journalists and “media power”. And at the 
festival itself, revisionist historian Robert 
Faurisson’s editor distributed stickers saying 
“when you meet a journalist, hit him. If you 
don’t know why, he does!” 

This campaign against the press culminated 
in skinheads from the FN security team 
launching a planned attack on several of 
around 50 journalists who were there to 
report on the festival. The journalists were 
punched, kicked and spat on in a scene remi- 
niscent of the attack in Chartres last March, 
when 50 skinheads of the FN waded into a 
demonstration of 3,000 protesters against Le 
Pen with baseball bats and crowbars, hospi- 
talising many. 

Not surprisingly the media then boycotted 
Le Pen’s big speech, no doubt confirming “le 
petit fiihrer’s” opinion that the press is biased 
against the FN. Displaying a mastery of 
double-think, he afterwards made a 
statement condemning the attack. 


Multiracial festival 


Several anti-racist and anti-fascist 
groups organised activities in Paris to 
commemorate 9 November. One 
group, the Appeal of 250, held its own 
“Black White Arab” festival the same 
day as the FN’s Bleu Blanc Rouge, to 
celebrate France’s multiracial society. 

The Paris-based anti-fascist group 
Reflex held a public meeting with 
speakers discussing the situation in 
France, Germany and internationally, 
which was well attended. 

The downside was President 
Mitterrand’s decision to lay flowers 
on the tomb of Vichy collaborator 
Marshall Pétain. After a long cam- 
paign by Jewish groups to stop this 
vile ceremony, Mitterrand announced, 
after the 50th anniversary of the Vél 
d’Hiv round-up when the Vichy gov- 
ernment handed over 16,000 Jews to 
the Nazis, that he would break the 
tradition. 

But on 11 November, after a com- 
memorative ceremony led by Jewish 
leaders in honour of the Vél d’Hiv 
deportees and the thousands of other 
French Jewish victims, and after the 
public had left, Mitterrand sneaked in 
to lay his wreath on Pétain’s tomb. 
His action was widely condemned. 
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‘Justice’ in Hamburg 


In September we reported the case of a 
former East German citizen, Gerhard 
Bégelein, who has recently been 
sentenced to life imprisonment for the 
murder of a Nazi military judge in a 
Soviet prisoner-of-war camp in 1947. 
At the same time we reported that the 
British government was refusing to 
bring to justice the former deputy 
commandant of the concentration 
camp built by the Nazis on the 
Channel Island of Alderney, where 
countless European prisoners met 
their deaths through torture, brutality 
and sickness. 


Searchlight has now obtained more 
information about the background to the 1947 
killing of the Nazi judge, Erich Kallmerten, 
and some revealing facts about the judge who 
sentenced Bégelein. 

Jefim Aronovitch Brodski is a Russian 
historian who, towards the end of the second 
world war, was a lieutenant colonel on the 
general staff of the Ist Baltic Front with 
responsibility for the setting up and 
management of prisoner of war camps. 
According to him: “The Chief Military 
Justice Kallmerten was a monstrous criminal, 
a terrible man who had a frightening 
reputation among the Wehrmacht troops, even 
the officers. He certainly had a lot more death 
sentences on his conscience than stood in his 
indictment.” 

In 1944 Erich Kallmerten was the Chief 
Justice of the so-called Kurland Army, whose 
30 divisions were encircled by the Red Army. 
Each division, according to Brodski, had its 
own judge and Kallmerten was the head of 
them all. He was a man with scars, both on 
his face and his persona, with one blonde 
daughter and one blonde adopted daughter 
back in Husum. He sent letters home and kept 
a diary. 


Soldiering on 


Even when the war was as good as lost, he 
still dispensed justice with a victor’s smile on 
his lips, though he was troubled by the 
numbers of deserters who had had enough 
and wanted out. He also signed the death 
warrants of civilians. In a statement to 
Bogelein at the time of the killing in 1947, he 
admitted to at least some of the civilian 
executions: “As far as I can remember, I 
sentenced two Russians to death. I sentenced 
12 Estonians, seven Latvians, five 
Lithuanians to death, and I sentenced 152 
Germans.” 

Brodski says that Kallmerten was the “right 
hand” of General Ferdinand Schdorner, 
commander of one section of the Kurland 
Army and a favourite of Adolf Hitler. 
Apparently in the camp at Klaipeda (Memel) 
he was a hardliner who refused to comply 
with the “anti-fascist” committee of 
prisoners, and was the only one to refuse to 
remove the insignia from his Nazi uniform. 
This irredeemable Nazi received a postcard 
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from his wife in 1947, telling him that back 
home they were discussing whether he might, 
after his hopefully imminent release from 
imprisonment, even become mayor of Husum. 

He might have become just that, or he 
might, like so many of his old comrades, have 
started a post-war career as an examining 
magistrate or state prosecutor. 

Bogelein, who was 23 years old in 1947, 
was at that time officially attached to the 
Soviet NKVD (People’s Commission for 
Internal Affairs). His duty was to interrogate 
the German prisoners, among whom were 
high-ranking officers, an SS-general and 
members of the SD (Sicherheitsdienst — 
Security Service). He had changed sides 
during the war, and as a parachutist with the 
3rd Byelorussian Front of the Red Army he 
had been dropped behind German lines. 

To most Wehrmacht soldiers he was, and is, 
regarded as a traitor and informer. “This man

presumed to lecture, as part of the anti-fascist 
training routine, officers, some of whom were 
twice his age, about attitudes to life, in an 
arrogant and cynical manner. He repeatedly 
stated that heads must roll... Clearly 
Bogelein was a wicked and dangerous 
psychopath.” This judgment of Gerhard 
Bogelein was not made by the Gestapo, but 
by a Hamburg court in 1953, where he was 
first indicted in his absence. 

Bogelein, and Karl Kielhorn, one of two 
alleged accomplices (a third disappeared long 
ago in Poland), were the subjects in 1949/50 
of investigations by an examining judge 
called Kurt Steckel. Steckel had skipped 
through the “denazification” process 
following the war, despite an exceedingly 
murky past. 

State justice director Steckel, on whose 
findings the case against the two anti-fascists 
proceeded in 1992, had, as a young man, been 
a member of the Prussian “Volunteer Corps”, 
which smashed the revolt of the “Red 
Sailors”, and was a close friend in later years 
of high-ranking Nazis. During the Nazi era he 


was a departmental representative in the State 
Prosecutor’s Office in the “Special Court” at 
Konigsberg and in the Reichs Attorney’s 
Office of the Volksgerichtshof in Potsdam. 
Even in Nazi times, the K6nigsberg court was 
notorious for the unusually high number of 
death sentences it passed. 


Extreme circumstances 


Kielhorn was found not guilty, but Bégelein, 
who had been sentenced in 1947 by the 
Soviet authorities to five years for 
Kallmerten’s killing, a sentence which had 
been suspended due to the extreme 
circumstances of provocation, was sentenced 
to life imprisonment. 

Searchlight is grateful to Konkret for the 
foregoing and for the following enlightening 
facts about the man who sentenced Bogelein, 
Oberstaatsanwalt Harald Duhn. 

Harald Duhn, born on 22 October 1931, is 
no former Nazi. In 1978 he _ took 
responsibility for the case of SS- 
Oberstiirmfiihrer Arnold Strippel. Strippel 
was responsible for the hanging of 20 Jewish 
children in the cellar of the Hamburg 
Volksschule. There was little to be 
investigated, as the British military courts 
dealt with the matter thoroughly in 1946. The 
Nazi henchman’s guilt was proven, but he 
vanished and escaped the death penalty. A 
detailed prosecution file existed, on the basis 
of which Duhn should have had the culprit 
arrested and charged. Instead, he dragged the 
process out until 1983, when Supreme Court 
Justice Leithéuser ordered that charges be 
brought against Strippel. The Hamburg state 
courts still prevaricated for another four years, 
after which the case was dropped on the basis 
of Strippel’s alleged unfitness to face trial. 

During the Strippel proceedings, Duhn 
went to Munich to interview the former 
Neuengamme concentration camp adjutant, 
Totzauer, who had relayed orders from Berlin

to the murderers. He could unfortunately not 
remember anything. Despite this, Duhn wrote 
in a note that the SS officer had made a 
“trustworthy impression”. Former prisoners 
of concentration camps could have waited in 
vain for such an assessment from Duhn. 

But he did discover something which 
presumably could have _ brought - all 
proceedings against concentration camp 
murderers to an end at a stre: SS members, 
following their rounding-up by the British, 


Guilt o 


Last month we remembered the dead 
of the second world war, counting the 
cost in human lives of the six 
nightmare years of the fight to 
eradicate fascism. Perhaps we might 
also take a little time to consider the 
matter that forms the subject of a 
recent book by Patricia Meehan, The 
Unnecessary War. 

In 1938, following the Nazis’ annual rally 
in Nuremberg, Adolf Hitler decided to travel 
to his retreat high in the mountains, his 
“Eagle’s Nest” at Berchtesgaden. Had he kept 
to his original schedule and gone to Berlin, it 
is highly likely that there would have been no 
war. A group of dedicated anti-Nazis had 
conceived a plan to overthrow Hitler and his 
henchmen and supplant them with an 
alternative, professedly democratic regime. 

Patricia Meehan’s book is the story of the 
dogged attempts by the group, referred to 
throughout as the “Opposition”, to enlist the 
support of the British government and its 
allies, in the crisis years of the late thirties 
and throughout the first five years of war, in 
toppling Hitler by various means. The book is 
a damning condemnation of the responses by 
the British establishment to all those attempts. 


Secret approaches 


From 1937 onwards, every approach made by 
the anti-Nazis, whether by secret letters 
delivered by trusted couriers, or at arranged 
rendezvous in neutral countries after the war 
began, was met with cynical disdain, open 
hostility or perfidy. The sickening, often 
antisemitic or class-ridden attitudes of the 
chinless, public-school British Foreign Office 
mandarins stir anger in the reader. The book 
vividly illustrates the deviousness of men 
whose weasel words were deliberately 
designed to delay, discourage or prevent any 


had been “deliberately underfed”. There was 
therefore doubt about their statements... their 
incriminating statements, naturally. 

In another investigation, Oberstaatsanwalt 
Duhn had to deal with the matter of the Cap 
Arcona. On 3rd May 1945, this ship had been 
set alight and capsized in the Bay of Liibeck, 
loaded with concentration camp prisoners. 
Duhn had plenty of motive to lay charges: 
7,500 people had been burned, drowned, 
beaten or shot. But Duhn selected just one 
instance. 


Machine gun 


As the panick-stricken prisoners leapt into the 
water, an SS leader called Wiehagen fired on 
them with a machine gun, until he had to 
jump into the sea himself. A Russian prisoner 
hit him over the head with a piece of wood. 
Wiehagen sank without trace. 

Duhn began investigatory proceedings 
against this Russian in 1980 for murder. 
When a German writer, Giinther Schwarberg, 
brought the facts to light in 1983 in his book 
Target Cap Arcona, Duhn started proceedings 


against him to force him to reveal his sources. 

On 28th March 1973, Oberstaatsanwalt 
Duhn signed an arrest warrant for Jakob 
Holz, a factory security officer. Holz had shot 
many Jews in a subsidiary factory of the 
Austrian munitions firm Steyr-Daimler-Puch. 
But Duhn left the arrest warrant on the shelf 
for over 14 years because Holz lived in East 
Germany and one did not deal with unjust 
states. Not until 1987, when the leaders of the 
two states began dealing with each other, did 
Duhn release the case papers to the East 
German state prosecutor. Holz was brought to 
court in Rostock and on 25 September 1989 
was sentenced to life imprisonment for “war 
crimes and crimes against humanity”. 

In 1985, Duhn accused Hamburg Chief of 
Police Otto Siemers of being an accomplice 
to the murders of several thousand Jews in 
Poland. But Duhn was unable to establish the 
exact location of the mass shootings. The 
Polish authorities had not answered his letter. 
On 10 October 1985, the accomplice to at 
least 2,000 murders was found guilty. The 
court decided, on the basis of “minor guilt”, 
to award no punishment. 


the mandarins 


real cooperation with brave Germans who at 
the risk of their lives endeavoured to enlist 
the aid of their country’s enemies to put an 
end to its torment. 

Then on 20 July 1944 the anti-Nazis, 
through the medium of Stauffenberg, almost 
succeeded in assassinating Hitler at his 
campaign headquarters by a bomb blast. The 
consequences of this act were horrific for the 
conspirators. 


Hunted down 

They were hunted down and arrested. Terrible 
torture was used to extract information and 
the participants met an agonising death, hung 
with piano wire whilst their death-throes were 
filmed for the Fiihrer’s delectation. The 
assassination attempt had been exactly such 
an act as the spineless procrastinators in the 
British Foreign Office had, on the rare 
occasions when they paid any real attention to 
the Opposition’s exhortations, suggested 
would be necessary before they would 
consider cooperation. They continued to 
ignore all approaches. 

When in Nuremberg after the war some of 
the Opposition members, who _ had 
miraculously escaped arrest and execution by 
the Nazis, were facing trial by the Americans 
for their role as civil servants under Hitler’s 
regime, the upstanding British gentlemen in 
whom they had once placed their trust 
betrayed them. Men who had before the war 
and whilst it raged faced death at the hands of 
the Gestapo and the SS were faced with trial 
and imprisonment by those who might have 
been spared the horrors of total war and the 
death of millions, if a conspiracy of old- 
school-tie Whitehall desk drones and 
diplomatic corps buffoons had acted with 
honour. Instead, some denied any knowledge 
of the exchanges, others sent curt, insulting 
replies to pleas for testimony on behalf of 


men they had unquestionably known to be 
opponents of Hitler and some, to their 
everlasting shame, deliberately allowed those 
who sought their aid to be convicted, because 
it would not have fitted Britain’s plans for 
Germany’s future had they been exonerated. 

It is difficult to single out culprits, since the 
whole Foreign Office machine, with few 
exceptions, went along with the ridicule, 
blackguarding and deception, which were the 
overall response to the desperate pleas of the 
anti-Nazis. One of the worst examples of 
failure to act in the interests of the country 
which he was supposed to be representing, or 
to relay effectively the growing threat 
apparent in Hitler’s war preparations, was 
Neville Henderson, the British ambassador to 
Berlin. Whilst he wined and dined in 
Nuremberg in September 1938 and took his 
honoured place as the Nazi columns marched 
past the Fiihrer in review, as he complimented 
the SS on its turnout, as he chatted amiably to 
his SS guide about how little time he had for 
the Czechs, the Nazis massed on the Czech 
border in the opening act of the tragedy 
which was to transform a continent and lead 
to the horrors of the Holocaust. 


The bitter truth 


Patricia Meehan’s book is __ brilliantly 
executed, the product of painstaking research. 
Much of what it records will be new to those 
readers who lived through the war in 
ignorance of the facts, which were never 
revealed to the British public. The bitter truth 
is that the very men who deliberately and 
cynically robbed us of the possibility to 
expunge Nazism as long ago as 1937 would, 
had the Germans invaded us successfully in 
1940, almost certainly have cooperated with 
them to save their own skins.
